At  a  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Dela- 
ware, convened  and  held  at  Dover,  on  Tuesday,  the  fourth  day 
of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-seven,  and  of  the  independence  of  the  United  States 
the  one  hundred  and  eleventh, 

Messrs.  Charles  H.  McWhorter,  Calvin  W.  Crossan  and  Colin 
Ferguson,  of  New  Castle  County  ;  and 

Messrs.  William  H.  Cooper,  John  E.  Collins  and  Beniah  L. 
Lewis,  of  Kent  County  ;  and 

Messrs.  Hugh  Martin,  Thomas  Bacon  and  John  B.  Dorman, 
of  Sussex  County, 

Appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

The  late  Clerk,  Charles  W.  McFee,  called  the  Senate  to  order. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Martin,  Mr.  McWhorter  was  appointed 
Speaker  pro  tempore. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Martin,  Mr.  Dorman  was  appointed  Secre- 
tary pro  tempore. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Martin,  the  returns  of  the  ele6lions  of  the 
Senators  of  the  several  counties  were  read.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bacon,  the  Senate  proceeded  by  ballot  to 
ele<5l  a  Speaker. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Martin,  the  Speaker  pro  tempore  was  di- 
rected to  appoint  two  tellers. 

Whereupon  Mr.  Lewis  and  Mr.  Crossan  were  appointed  said 
tellers. 

The  votes  being  counted,  it  was  found  that  John  E.  Collins 
had  received  seven  (7)  votes. 

Whereupon  John  E.  Collins,  having  received  all  the  votes  cast, 
was  declared  duly  eledled  Speaker  of  the  Senate. 

The  Speaker  pro  tempore  appointed  Mr.  Bacon  and  Mr.  Fer- 
guson a  committee  to  conduft  the  Speaker  eleft  to  the  Chair. 


Mr.  Collins,  Speaker  eleft,  was  conduced  to  the  Chair  by  the 
committee  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

The  Speaker  and  members  eleft  were  then  qualified,  according 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  and  the  a6l  of  Congress  entitled 
*  *  An  aft  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  administering  certain 
oaths, ' '  as  appears  by  the  following  certificate,  to  wit : 

I,  Charles  H.  McWhorter,  a  member  of  the  Senate  of  the 
State  of  Delaware,  from  the  County  of  New  Castle,  do  hereby 
certify  that  John  E.  Collins,  a  member  of  the  Senate  from  Kent 
County,  was,  previous  to  taking  his  seat  as  Speaker,  duly  sworn 
b}'^  me  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  to  sup- 
port the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  and  to  perform 
his  duties  as  Speaker  of  the  Senate  of  the  said  State  with  fidelity. 

And  I,  John  E.  Collins,  Speaker  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
Delaware,  do  hereby  certify  that  Calvin  W.  Crossan  and  Colin 
Ferguson,  of  New  Castle  County;  Beniah  L.  Lewis,  of  Kent 
County,  and  Thomas  Bacon  and  John  B.  Dorman,  of  Sussex 
County,  members  eleft,  and  present,  of  the  Senate,  were,  previ- 
ous to  entering  upon  any  other  business,  and  previous  to  taking 
their  seats,  sworn  by  me,  in  due  form  of  law,  tnat  they,  and  each 
of  them,  would  respeftively  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  support  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Delaware, 
and  perform  their  duties  as  members  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  said  State  with  fidelity. 

Witness  our  hands  this  fourth  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven.

The  Speaker  then  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows  : 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  : 

In  expressing  my  thanks  for  the  honor  which  you  have  so 
generously  conferred  upon  me  by  selefting  me  as  your  presiding 
officer,  I  have  only  to  say,  that  I  shall  endeavor  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  office  with  feimess  and  impartiality.  To  this  end  I 
most  earnestly  invoke  the  •  cooperation  of  each  member  of  the 
Senate. 


On  motion  of  Mr.  McWhorter,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  ele<S 
by  ballot  a  Clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McWhorter,  the  Speaker  was  direfled  to 
appoint  two  tellers. 

Whereupon  Mr.  McWhorter  and  Mr.  Ferguson  were  ap- 
pointed said  tellers. 

The  votes  being  counted,  it  was  found  that  Benjamin  J.  Moore 
had  received  eight  (8)  votes. 

Mr.  Moore,  having  received  all  the  votes  cast,  was  declared 
duly  ele<5led  Clerk. 

Mr.  Lewis  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to 
wait  upon  Mr.  Moore  and  inform  him  of  his  election, 

Which  motion  Prevailed^ 

Whereupon  the  Speaker  appointed  Messrs.  Lewis  and  Bacon 
said  committee. 

Mr.  Moore,  being  introduced,  was  duly  qualified  and  assumed 

the  duties  of  his  office.

On  motion  of  Mr.  McWhorter,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  eleft 
by  ballot  a  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

The  same  tellers  were  appointed,  and,  upon  the  votes  being 
counted,  it  appeared  that  Sewell  B.  Scott  had  received  nine  (9; 
votes.

Whereupon  Sewell  B.  Scott,  having  received  all  the  votes  cast, 
was  declared  duly  ele<5led  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Mr.  McWhorter  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed 
to  wait  upon  Mr.  Scott  and  inform  him  of  his  ele<!:l:ion, 

Which  motion  Prevailed, 

Whereupon  the  Speaker  appointed  Messrs.  McWhorter  and 
Cooper  said  committee. 

Mr.  Scott,  being  introduced,  was  duly  qualified  and  assumed 
the  duties  of  his  office. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Cooper,  William  Waller  was  appointed 
Messenger. 

Mr.  Lewis  moved  that  the  Rev.  Lewis  W.  Gibson  be  requested 
to  a6t  as  Chaplain  of  the  Senate  during  the  present  session, 

Which  mQtion  Prevailed, 

Mr.  Lewis  further  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed 
to  wait  upon  Mr.  Gibson  and  inform  him  of  the  action  of  the 
Senate. 

Whereupon  the  Speaker  appointed  Messrs.  Lewis  and  Cooper 
said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Martin,  the  Clerk  was  dire<5led  to  inform 
the  House  that  the  Senate  was  organized  and  ready  to  proceed 
to  business. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lewis,  reporters  of  the  press  were  invited 
to  seats  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Martin,  the  rules  governing  the  last  session 
of  the  Senate  were  adopted  until  new  rules  should  be  reported. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lewis,  a  recess  for  ten  minutes  was  taken. 

The  Senate  reassembled  at  the  expiration  of  the  recess. 

Mr.  Cooper,  Clerk  of  the  House,  being  admitted,  informed 
the  Senate  that  the  House  was  duly  organized  and  ready  to  pro- 
ceed to  business. 

Mr.  Cooper,  Clerk  of  the  House,  being  admitted,  informed 
the  Senate  that  the  House  had  adopted  a  jomt  resolution  appoint- 
ing a  gommittee  to  inform  the  Governor  that  the  two  houses  of 
the  General  Assembly  were  organized,  and  asked  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Senate  in  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cooper,  the  joint  resolution  was  read. 

And  further,  on  motion  of  Mr.  McWhorter, 

Was  Non-concurred  in. 
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Ordered  that  the  House  be  informed  thereof  and  the  joint 
resolution  returned  to  that  body. 

Mr.  McWhorter  offered  a  joint  resolution  appointing  a  joint 
committee  of  both  houses  to  wait  upon  the  Governor  and  inform 
him  that  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  were  organ- 
ized and  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  might  see 
proper  to  make. 

Which,  on  his  motion,  was  read, 

And,  on  his  further  motion,  was  Adopted, 

The  Speaker  appointed  Messrs.  Martin  and  McWhorter  said 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

Ordered  that  the  House  be  informed  thereof. 

Mr.  Cooper  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to 
draft  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate, 

Which  motion  Prevailed, 

Whereupon  the  Speaker  appointed  Messrs.  Cooper  and  Martin 
said  committee. 

Mr.  Cooper,  Clerk  of  the  House,  being  admitted,  informed  the 
Senate  that  the  House  had  concurred  in  the  Senate  joint  resolu- 
tion appointing  a  joint  committee  to  wait  on  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  and  that  Messrs.  Smalley,  Norney  and  Waples  had 
been  appointed  such  committee  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Martin,  on  behalf  of  the  joint  committee  to  wait  on  the 
Governor,  reported  that  the  committee  had  performed  their  duty, 
and  that  the  Governor  would  communicate  with  the  Senate, 
through  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  five  minutes. 

Mr.  Lewis  offered  a  resolution,  which,  on  his  motiqp,  was 
read,  as  follows  :

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  be  and  he  is  hereby

William  F.  Causey,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  State,  being  admitted, 
presented  to  the  Senate  a  written  communication  from  His  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor,  together  with  accompanying  documents, 
with  a  request  that  the  documents  be  transmitteci  to  the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cooper,  the  Message  of  the  Governor  was 
read,  as  follows : 

Fellow  CiHstens  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

In  observance  of  an  honored  custom,  and  in  discharge  of  a 
constitutional  duty,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  present  to  the  General 
Assembly  information  of  aflairs  concerning  the  State,  and  recom- 
mend to  their  consideration  such  measures  as,  in  my  judgment,  I 
deem  expedient  and  proper. 

In  this  biennial  review  of  the  condition  of  our  affairs  there 
are  no  marked  changes  to  note,  but  it  is  safe  to  say  a  gradual, 
healthy  growth,  and  improvement  is  everywhere  apparent     Es- 
pecially may  our  people  be  congratulated  on  the  advancement 
>  made  in  the  common  school  system  of  the  State,  bearing  no 

\  mean  comparison  with  the  best  m  other  States.     This  condition 

is  due  to  tne  munificence  of  the  State  during  the  past  decade.  It 
is  earnestly  desired  that  the  State  may  take  no  step  backward  in 
the  great  cause  of  education,  but  keep  fully  abreast  of  the  times. 
It  is  but  simple  justice  here  to  say  that  our  colored  citizens,  the 
recipients,  for  the  last  few  years,  of  the  State's  bounty,  are  im- 
proving their  advantages  by  laudable  efforts  to  acquire  homes 
for  themselves  and  education  for  their  children.  The  prejudice 
against  their  enfranchisement  is  fast  disappearing,  and  I  trust  will 
soon  pass  away  forever.  A  policy  that  will  encourage  citizens  of 
this  class  in  pursuits  of  industry  and  the  acquisition  of  property, 
and  secure  to  them  the  advantages  of  separate  free  school  in- 
stru6lion,  will  greatly  increase  their  usefulness  and  insure  their 
"^  permanent  devotion  to  the  State.  In  the  labor  upon  which  you 
are  about  to  enter,  you  have  my  most  cordial  and  sincere  wish 
that  wise  counsels  and  harmony  may  prevail,  and  that  your  efforts 
may  hasten  the  growth  and  development  of  the  material  and 
intellectual  interests  of  the  State  and  secure  the  peace  and  happi- 
ness of  its  people — the  highest  aim  of  all  good  government.

STATE  FINANCES- 


Since  the  date  of  my  last  biennial  message,  the  State  Debt  has 
been  reduced  only  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  This  is  principally 
due  to  the  liberal  appropriations  out  of  the  general  fund  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  free  schools,  without  any  proportionate  in- 
crease in  the  revenue,  which  left  the  Treasury  with  means  barely 
sufficient  to  pay  current  expenses  and  interest 

REFUNDING  DEBT. 

In  pursuance  of  the  a6l  of  April  8th,  1885,  entitled  "An  aft  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  a  part  of  the  Funded  Debt  of  this 
State,"  the  board  thereby  appomted  met  at  Dover,  on  the  i6th 
day  of  May,  1885,  and  received  and  opened  the  bids  for  one 
hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  four  per  centum 
bonds  of  this  State,  and,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the 
said  a<S,  accepted  the  bid  of  Edward  Morrison,  of  New  York 
City,  for  the  said  bonds,  at  $1050.30  for  each  $1000.00  of  the 
said  bonds>  (making  a  total  premium  to  the  State  of  the  sum  of 
$6,360.00  on  the  said  loan,)  which  said  bid  was  the  highest  re- 
ceived, and  consequently  the  loan  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Morrison 
at  the  fieure  stated.  This  loan  was  to  the  State  a  very  profitable 
one,  and  refle<5ls  considerable  credit  on  the  board  negotiating  the 
same.

This  statement  indicates  that  while  the  bonded  indebtedness  of 
the  State  has  only  been  slightly  decreased,  the  State's  credit  has 
been  fully  maintained  and  all  her  obligations  met  promptly.

He  also  reports  as  due  the  State  the  sum  of  $38,886.66  from 
the  Breakwater  and  Frankford  Railroad  Company,  now  consol- 
idated with  the  Junction  and  Breakwater  Railroad  Company,  and 
known  as  the  Delaware,  Maryland  and  Virginia  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  which  amount,  under  a  joint  resolution  of  the  General 
Assembly,  is  payable  whenever  the  net  earnings  of  the  said  Com- 
pany shall  amount  to  six  per  centum  on  its  capital  stock. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 

For  some  time  past  public  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
subje<5l  of  revision  of  the  Constitution  of  our  State  by  means  of 
a  Convention.  It  is  of  the  first  importance  to  inquire  whether 
the  defefls  in  the  organic  law  of  the  State  are  of  such  a  chara<5ler 
as  to  justify  the  calling  of  a  Convention.  Most  of  the  provisions 
of  the  present  Constitution,  which  have  been  tested  by  the  ex- 
perience of  over  a  half  century,  meet  with,  we  believe,  general 
approval,  yet  it  is  undeniable  that  there  is  a  great  and  growing 
feeling  that  some  changes  and  reforms  be  made.  It  is  well  for 
us  all  to  remember  that  our  Constitution  is  not  the  work  of  a 
single  political  party  ;  the  leading  and  adlive  members  of  the 
Convention  which  gave  it  being  were  not  only  among  the  most 
gifted  and  distinguished  men  in  the  State,  many  of  them  having 
had  considerable  experience  in  deliberative  bodies,  but  were 
fairly  representative  of  the  two  great  political  parties  existing  at 
the  time.  Amendments,  commensurate  with  the  demands  of  the 
people,  have  from  time  to  time  been  incorporated  in  our  organic 
law.  Popular  demand  for  reformation  should,  at  all  times,  be 
heeded,  and  its  accomplishment  assisted.  Reforms,  to  be  safe, 
should  be  gradual,  and  ought  not  to  be  made  too  difficult,  avoid- 
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ing  all  strains.     Opportunity  for  comprehending  all  measures 
should  be  given,  without  hasty  acSion. 

Amendments  by  the  Legislature  have  great  advantages,  secur- 
ing careful  deliberation  before  chang^ing  an  established  law  in  its 
separate  wants,  and  without  log-roDmg.  And  even  if  it  be  urged 
that  many  reforms  are  demanded  and  required  to  meet  the 
changed  condition  of  affairs,  still,  is  it  not  better  to  have  a  few 
modifications  at  a  time  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the 
people,  in  view  of  the  permanent  law  to  be  established?  The 
difficulty  is,  to  devise  a  plan  so  that  informs  by  means  of  legbla- 
tive  ena<5lments  may  be  more  easily  attainable. 

Article  ninth  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  provides  that 
**the  General  Assembly,  whenever  two-thirds  of  each  house 
shall  deem  it  necessary,  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, propose  almendments  to  this  Constitution,  and  at  least 
three  and  not  more  than  six  months  before  the  next  general 
eleftion  of  representatives,  duly  publish  them  in  print  for  the 
consideration  of  the  people  ;  and  if  three-fourihs  di  each  branch 
of  the  Legislature  shall,  after  such  an  eledion  and  before  another, 
ratify  the  said  amendments,  they  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  as  parts  of  thi^  Constitution." 

Now  I  would  suggest,  that  if  the  rate  required  for  ratification 
was  changed  to  two-thirds  instead  of  *  *  three-fourths  * '  of  each 
branch  of  the  Legislature,  it  would  enable  reforms  to  be  more 
easily  attained,  and  you  would  still  preserve  the  wholesome 
checks  on  ill-advised  and  hasty  changes.  We.  have  a  safe  guide 
for  amendments  provided  by  Article  5th  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  where  a  ratification  is  required  to  be  made, 
not  by  three-fourths  of  each  branch  of  the  Legislatures  of  the 
several  States,  but  by  **the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the 
several  States."  Each  State  can  ratify  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  by  a  majority  vote  in  its  Legislature,  and  three- 
fourths  of  all  the  States  must  so  a<5l.  It  would  be  more  difficult 
to  obtain  unanimity  in  one  State  than  a  simple  majority  in  thirty- 
eight  States.  No  better  ^  illustration  of  the  impra6facability  of 
attempting  amendments  to  our  State  Constitution,  by  making 
three-fourths  of  the  succeeding  legislature  requisite  for  a  change, 
could  be  cited  than  was  given  in  the  result  two  years  ago,  when 
a  single  vote  defeated  a  general  public  sentiment  and  broke  the 
pledge  of  a  party  honesuy  given. 
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A  two-thirds  majority  is  ample,  especially  when  two  Legisla- 
tures are  required  to  pass  upon  the  amendment. 

It  is  doubtless  true  that  many  of  the  advocates — prominent 
and  thoughtful  citizens — for  a  State  Convention,  contemplate 
only  a  few  changes ;  but  I  honestly  believe  that  a  Convention,  at 
this  time,  amicT  the  many  dangerous  questions  floating  in  the 
public  mind,  all  pressing  for  attention,  would,  when  once  the 
way  was  opened,  expose  our  little  State  to  great  dangers. 

By  allowing  Legblative  amendment  to  be  made  reasonably 
prai^icable,  as  before  said,  an  opportunity  for  all  needed  reforms 
can  be  had. 

I  deem  it  my  dutv  to  call  your  attention,  as  I  did  in  previous 
communications  to  former  Legislatures,  to  reforms  that  I  believe 
the  people  desire,  and  which  would  be  first  to  claim  the  attention 
of  a  Convention,  if  ordered.  First  The  question  of  Repre- 
sentation in  the  General  Assembly.  I  trust,  in  your  wisdom, 
}rou  will  be  able  to  propose  an  amendment  in  this  important  par- 
ticular satisfactory  to  the  people.  The  same  demand  exists  now 
as  in  the  past,  and  I  am  satisfied  is  increasing,  for  a  change  in 
the  present  system  of  representation.  Delay  in  this  matter  can- 
not be  long  deferred.  Then  why  not  a6l  at  the  present,  when 
the  whole  question  can  be  fully  and  fairly  considered,  free  from 
party  excitement,  and  for  the  best  interests  of  all.  Second,  The 
reform  in  the  Judiciary  System  of  the  State  should  be  thoroughly 
considered,  and,  without  suggesting  the  changes,  I  deem  it  safest, 
as  stated  in  my  Inaugural  Address,  that  you  take  counsel  from 
the  legal  minds  of  the  State,  who  will  prove  necessary  guides 
and  helps  to  you. 

TARIFF  TAXATION. 

This  great  subje6l,  interesting  alike  to  all  parts  of  the  republic, 
and  so  long  in  an  unsettled  state,  and  vital  to  the  interests  of  the 
people  without  regard  to  se6lion  or  party,  may  we  not  hope  will 
be  so  adjusted  that  there  shall  be  a  remission  of  burdensome  and 
absolutely  needless  taxes,  so  that  only  sufficient  revenue  shall  be 
raised  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  government.  It  is  evident,  by 
confessions  generally  of  friends  and  foes  of  the  present  system  of 
tariff  rates,  that  revenues  far  in  excess  of  the  requirements  of  the 
government  are  realized,  and  the  paramount  question  seems  to 
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be  what  remedy  to  apply,  whether  by  redudlion  of  impost  duties 
*  or  removing  internal  revenue  taxes.  At  the  rate  of  duties  col- 
leiSled,  the  revenue  will  be  simply  immense,  and  nothing  short 
of  repeal  of  duties,  except  sufficient  for  bare  revenue,  will  bring 
about  a  proper  redudlion  as  a  measure  of  relief. 

It  having  been  demonstrated,  by  praftical  working  of  custom 
duties,  that  the  lessening  of  duties  on  certain  articles  often  leads 
to  increase  of  consumption  and  augmentation  of  revenue,  sup- 
pose what  are  known  as  the  interniil  revenue  taxes  were  removed 
from  tobacco  and  whisky,  would  there  be  any  relief  to  the  now 
over-taxed  people  in  all  that  pertains  and  enters  into  the  ordinary 
and  necessary  expenses  of  th<eir  living  ?  These  articles  may  be 
stri<5Uy  regarded  as  luxuries,  and  the  tax  paid  for  the  use  as  vol- 
untary, the  abolition  of  the  tax  or  duty  only  tending,  by  cheap- 
ening the  article,  to  induce  the  greater  consumption  of  what  is 
generally  considered  a  great  injury  to  society  and  individuals, 
requiring  all  the  wholesome  restraint  that  the  law  can  throw 
around  the  use  of  the  same.  Free  tobacco  and  free  whisky 
therefore  mean  the  imposing  heavier  burdens  on  the  necessaries 
of  life. 

The  abolition  of  the  compulsory  and  high  war  taxes  on  the 
raw  materials  will,  alone,  enable  the  American  manufafturer  to 
compete  with  foreign  labor  and  capital,  and  thus  contribute  to 
the  benefit  and  advance  the  condition  of  the  laboring  classes. 
Much  of  the  present  tariff  taxation  was  laid,  as  every  one  knows, 
to  meet  the  sudden  exigencies  of  a  great  and  devastating  war — 
an  emergency  that  gave  little  time  for  consideration,  and  was 
alleged  and  believed  to  be  only  temporary.  Then  why,  in  time 
of  peace,  and  a  plethoric  treasury  inviting  all  manner  of  schemes 
for  expenditure  and  corruption,  should  there  not  be  an  honest 
and  frank  effort  made  for  a  thorough  revision  and  adjustment  of 
taxes  to  meet  the  changed  condition  of  the  country;  for  certainly 
the  present  state  of  the  manufa6luring  and  agricultural  interests 
of  the  nation  must  convince  every  reasonable  person  that  the 
system  of  a  high  proteftive  tariff  has  had  the  effeft  to  invite  the 
investment  of  capital  in  manufa<5luring  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
capacity  and  supply  is  entirely  beyond  the  demands  of  the  mar- 
ket, and  therefore  is  no  prote<?lion.  The  result  of  this  policy  has 
been  ruinous,  especially  to  the  agriculturists,  for  at  the  present 
time  this  great  and  general  interest — ^the  foundation  of  all  others 
— is  almost  paralyzed  throughout  the  country.    Over-produ6lion, 
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in  both  manufadures  and  agriculture,  has  produced  stagnation. 
The  condition  is  sad  and  distressing  in  some  sections,  and  what 
has  been  predicted  as  the  result  of  the  system  is  upon  us.  The 
increase  of  the  acreage  of  the  farming  lands,  in  this  and  foreign 
countries,  with  the  aid  of  labor-saving  machinery,  has  so  increased 
production  until,  like  manufa<5lured  goods,  our  wheat  and  corn, 
and  other  cereals,  are  down  below  the  producing  cost,  at  least  in 
the  older  States,  and  unless  a  better  foreign  outlet  is  furnished, 
and  the  channels  of  commerce  in  all  parts  of  the  world  opened, 
inviting  the  producer  and  consumer  to  meet  on  ecjual  terms  in  a 
free  market  for  the  exchange  of  their  commodities,  cultivation 
will,  of  necessity,  be  abandoned.  In  fa<5l,  already  many  agricul- 
turists have  almost  ceased  to  raise  the  cereals,  and  are  turning 
their  attention  mainly  to  the  cultivation  of  fruits,  as  the  only 
means  of  realizing  profit  in  the  use  of  the  land  and  earning  a 
livelihood  for  themselves  and  families. 

During  the  next  fiscal  year,  it  has  been  stated  upon  high  au- 
thority, that  **  if  Congress  persists  in  the  do-nothing  policy, 
about  $9,000,000  per  month  will  be  withdrawn  from  the  a<5live 
capital  of  the  nation  and  stored  up  in  the  vaults  of  the  treasury, 
useless  and  inert.'*  How  long  can  the  business  of  the  country, 
demoralized  by  discrimination,  and  the  oppression  of  labor,  stand 
a  drain  of  this  kind  without  serious  financial  disorder  ? 

With  the  strong  appeal  now  going  up  from  the  whole  country 
for  relief,  and  for  a  return  to  a  just  and  equitable  system  of  taxa- 
tion, so  that  no  undue  and  unequal  benefit  to  any  shall  be  given, 
but  all  interests  share  alike  the  favors  of  the  government,  may  we 
not  reasonably  anticipate,  notwithstanding  the  recent  discourag- 
ing signs,  that  our  tax  laws  will  be  so  revised  and  reformed  as 
to  give  special  favors  to  none,  proving  that  our  system  of  gov- 
ernment is  based  upon  an  indiscriminating  treatment  of  all  its 
citizens. 

Civil.  SERVICE. 

The  President  of  the  United  States,  in  his  recent  message, 
says  :  *  *  The  continued  operation  of  the  law  relating  to  our  civil 
service  has  added  the  most  convincing  proof  of  its  necessity  and 
usefulness.  It  is  a  fa<5l  worthy  of  note  that  every  public  officer 
who  has  a  just  idea  of  his  duty  to  the  people,  testifies  to  the 
value  of  this  reform.     Its  staunchest  friends  are  found  among 
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those  who  understand  it  best,  and  its  warmest  supporters  are 
those  who  are  restrained  and  protefted  by  its  requirements.** 
Under  this  statement,  from  high  authonty,  criticism  should 
pause,  and  the  system  be  allowed  ample  time  for  development 
and  trial. 

TEMPERANCE, 

This  great  moral  subjeft  should  receive  by  you  most  thought- 
ful consideratipn,  divorced,  if  possible,  from  party  bias  in  its 
treatment.  That  great  evils  exist  by  reason  of  excessive  indul- 
gence in  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  admitted  by  every  one. 
Many  are  the  remedies  suggested  for  the  abatement,  some  vio- 
lent and  revolutionary,  and  others  moderate.  Almost  every 
conceivable  expedient,  in  many  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  has 
been  adopted  as  a  ctu'e  for  what  seems  a  disease  in  the  body 
politic. 

The  appalling  record  of  crimes  and  great  wrongs  affecting 
individuals  and  communities,  traced  to  intemperance  in  the  use 
of  intoxicants,  naturally  appeals  for  restraint  and  even  overthrow 
of  the  cause. 

Your  State  Board  of  Education  has  afted  wisely,  and  for 
ultimate  good  of  the  community,  by  introducing  in  our  public 
schools  a  treatise  on  hygiene,  that  treats  largely  of  the  evils 
resulting  from  stimulants,  and  particularly  alcoholic,  so  that  in 
youth  the  knowledge  obtained  may  prove  of  lasting  benefit  and 
as  checks  in  mature  years.  A  thorough  diffusion  of  knowledge 
as  to  the  injurious  effe6b,  before  habits  are  formed  and  tastes 
acquired  for  stimulants,  will  serve  as  a  restraint ;  for,  with  this 
knowledge  is  also  infused  the  moral  training  and  teaching  of  the 
observance  of  temperance  as  a  Christian  virtue.  This  is  one 
great  hope  for  the  young  of  the  present  generation  in  this  and 
other  States.  Human  nature  may,  by  this  means,  be  in  a  meas- 
ure controlled. 

It  is  a  feature  of  the  physical  conformation  of  mankind  which 
must  not  be  overlooked,  that  there  is  no  nation,  however  civil- 
ized or  savage,  that  does  not  habitually  use  some  narcotic  or 
stimulant  more  or  less  noxious  in  its  effe<^.  The  abuse,  and  not 
the  use,  of  these  things  have,  in  all  ages  of  the  world,  constituted 
an  injury  to  society ;  for  be  it  understood  that  it  is  only  when 
the  offense  affe<fls  society  that  the  penalty  of  the  law  can  be 
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evoked.  You  maV  regulate  and  restrain,  but  not  destroy,  that 
which  was  created  and  is  often  used  for  wise  purposes.  These 
things  are  not  in  themselves  evil. 

It  would  be  instrudive  to  know  just  how  far  Prohibition,  in  the 
places  where  it  is  said  to  have  been  effe^live,  has  been  followed 
by  the  use  of  opium  or  other  deleterious  drugs,  and  also  whether 
the  morale  of  the  community  has  in  any  degree  been  &vorably 
or  unfavorably  affedled  by  the  same  cause. 

I  firmly  believe  that  if  the  professed  friends  of  temperance 
had  been  zealous  and  adlive  in  efforts  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
license  laws  of  this  State,  their  beneficial  effedls  would  soon  be- 
come more  apparent.  It  is  a  serious  question,  and  a  doubt  in 
the  minds  of  many  of  our  thoughtful  citizens  whether,  if  prohi- 
bition or  local  option  laws  were  ena<Sed,  men  would  display  any 
more  zeal  and  courage  in  their  enforcement  than  now  in  the  exe- 
cution of  the  present  statutes.  The  old  trouble  constandy  arises 
and  asserts  itself— the  interference  with  the  personal  liberty  of  the 
citizen — for  it  is  only  when  society  is  offended  that  the  rights  of 
the  citizen  is  abridged  and  limited.  It  is  needless  here  to  cite 
the  well  known  provisions  of  our  statutes  passed  for  the  preven- 
tion of  the  evils  attending  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors.  As 
suggested  in  my  last  message  to  your  predecessors,  I  would 
again  recommend  the  passage  of  an  a6l  making  it  the  duty  of 
the  public  officers  in  each  of  the  counties,  who  are  clothed  with 
the  power  of  arrest,  and  are,  therefore  conservators  of  the  peace, 
to  present  to  the  Grand  Jury  anv  person  violating  the  law,  or, 
that  commissioners  be  appointed  whose  sworn  duty  it  shall  be 
to  see  that  the  law  is  enforced.  For,  suppose  local  option  or 
prohibitory  laws  were  enabled,  would  not  the  same  difficulties 
present  themselves  in  the  enforcement,  and  who  would  assume 
the  responsibility?  As  has  been  well  said  by  another  :  **If  we 
can  trust  the  statements  made  by  the  temperance  party  in  the 
State  of  Maine  last  fall,  thirty  years  of  statutory  pronibitions  of 
the  sale  of  liquor  in  that  State  has  resulted  in  failure,  and,  judg- 
ing by  their  own  reports,  it  would  not  be  pleasant  to  consider 
the  effeft  of  such  legislation  upon  the  tone  of  political  morals  in 
that  State  in  the  affairs  of  our  little  State.''  This  all-important 
and  vexed  question  has  unfortunately  been  a  cloak,  in  too  many 
instances,  for  sinister  partisan  advantages,  and  not  urged  for  set- 
tlement upon  its  own  merits  in  a  fair  and  honorable  manner. 
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Let  me  fiirther  urge  that  if,  in  your  judgment,  our  present 
license  laws  are  not  sufficiently  remedial,  then  may  further  and 
more  stringent  statutes  be  oassed,  seeing  well  to  it  that  constitu- 
tional limitations  are  respe<5ted  and  the  rights  of  citizens  in  person 
and  property  preserved. 

MIUTIA. 

Constituted  as  our  government  is,  with  only  a  small  standing 
army,  the  importance  of  a  State  Militia  is  now  more  generally 
appreciated  in  all  the  States  than  formerly,  and,  in  &61,  in  time 
of  danger,  is  the  right  arm  of  the  public  service. 

The  State  should  bring  the  Militia,  now  under  complete  statu- 
tory law,  into  more  intimate  relation,  by  generous  appropriations, 
in  the  way  particularly  of  camp  equipage  sufficient  for  outAt. 
This  ought  not  to  depend  upon  private  bounty.  At  least  the 
necessary  expenses  for  an  annual  encampment  should  be  allowed 
as  an  encouragement  and  development  of  the  service.  This  is 
imporfant,  in  view  of  the  fad  that  the  government  contemplates 
and  will  doubtless  organize  a  system  of  training  the  Militia  of  die 
States,  under  skilled  and  tried  officers  of  the  army,  without  in- 
terfering with  State  regulations,  thus,  in  a  measure,  bringing  into 
a  more  perfeA  harmony  and  usefulness  the  State  or  Volunteer 
Militia.  The  generous  appropriations  by  the  General  Govern- 
ment should  be  met  by  cordial  response  on  the  part  of  the  State. 

INSANE  ASYLUM. 

I  earnestly  invite  your  attention  to  this  important  subje^l,  in 
the  hope  that  suitable  and  ample  provision  be  made  for  that  most 
distressed  and  wretched  portion  of  our  community  who  have  had 
the  misfortune,  in  the  order  of  Providence,  to  be  bereft  of  their 
reason.  The  State  has,  at  different  times,  passed  laws  for  the 
relief  anc}  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  this  unfortunate  class 
of  o\ir  people.  Arrangements  have  befen  made  with  asylums  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  the-  reception  and  care  of  our  indi- 
gent insane  for  a  certain  stipulated  sum,  but  the  number  is  lim- 
ited for  each  county,  so  that  it  often  occurs  that  applications  are 
made  for  admission  by  the  friends  of  the  unfortunate  when  the 
auota  is  full  and  the  aid  of  the  State  necessarily  denied.  Surely 
tiie  obligation  is  as  binding  upon  the  State  to  benefit  all  of  such 
persons  so  affli6led  as  the  limited  few  assigned  to  each  county. 
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In  order  that  the  State  bounty  may,  in  this  important  matter, 
be  available  and  easily  attainable  by  ever^  one  wno  may  need  it 
and  is  unable  to  be  cared  for  by  private  aid,  I  would  recommend 
that  buildings  be  construdled  or  purchased  suitable  for  a  State 
Insane  Asylum,  ureing  the  same  not  only  upon  the  ground  of 
humanity  and  comfort  to  the  class  to  be  benefited,  but  in  the  in- 
terest of  economy  to  the  people. 

STATE  PRISON. 

At  present  our  prisons  are  ill-suited  to  the  purposes  and 
obje<5ls  to  be  attained  by  what  is  known  as  a  penitentiary  or  state 
prison  in  other  States.  I  would  advise  that  a  substantial  prison 
be  construdled  and  arranged  so  that  convicts  from  each  of  the 
counties  can  be  received  and  employed  in  such  occupations  as 
will  conduce  most  to  the  corredlion  of  vice,  reformation  of  the 
convi6l,  and  the  prote<5lion  of  society. 

If  the  prisoners  \^ere  compelled  to  labor  at  regular  systematic 
work,  the  necessary  expenses  consequent  upon  their  confinement 
might  be  met  in  whole  or  part,  so  that  while  the  penalty  for 
crime  is  suffered  by  the  prisoner,  the  public  would  be  relieved  of 
the  burden  of  his  support. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  FREE  SCHOOLS. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent,  which  is  herewith  transmit- 
ted, is  valuable  for  its  many  suggestions. 

With  our  advanced  Free  School  system,  I  heartily  join  in 
recommending,  as  an  important  fa<Sor  in  the  work,  a  normal  or 
training  school  for  teachers.  This  matter  has  lonjj  been  consid- 
ered in  this  State,  and  I  believe  the  time  is  propitious  for  adop- 
tion as  a  fit  complement  to  our  plan  of  public  education.  The 
proposition  is  a  simple  one,  that  to  maintain  good  schools  there 
must  be  thoroughly  trained  teachers.  Already,  in  many  oi  the 
large  towns  of  the  Statt,  the  public  graded  schools  have  sup- 
planted what  are  familiarly  termed  academies  or  classical  schools. 
Now,  to  enable  this  high  grade  of  instru6lion  to  be  sustained, 
a  training  school  is  essential.  Our  guide  is  the  example  set  in 
almost  all  the  States  of  the  Union.  The  plan  submitted  by  the 
Superintendent  must  commend  itself.  He  says;  '*A  training 
school,  with  a  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  State,  with  the 
Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent  and  the  Principal 
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of  the  School  as  a  Board  of  Examiners,  should  be  establbhed — 
the  graduates  should  be  allowed  to  teach  for  a  term  of  two  or 
three  years  without  extra  compensation,  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time,  if  they  have  proved  successful  teachers,  they  should 
be  granted  a  certificate,  good  for  five  years,  without  further  ex- 
ammation.''  A  successlul  training  school  of  this  kind  would 
cause  a  Just  pride  in  the  profession  of  teaching,  and  the  people 
would  feel  certain  of  obtaining  more  competent  and  faithful 
teachers. 

DELAWARE  COLI<EGE. 

I  am  happy  to  report,  with  other  Trustees  and  friends  of  this 
.institution,  that  the  generous  appropriation  of  your  predecessors 
was  most  ^atefuUy  received.  The  same  has  been  judiciously 
expended  m  the  renovation  and  improvement  of  the  College 
buildings  and  surroundings,  and  now,  as  the  State  has  done  its 
duty,  let  the  Trustees  apply  their  energies,  and,  by  persistent 
effort,  supplement  this  timely  aid  and  devise  plans  for  a  high 
development  in  scholarship,  so  that  the  College  may  be  pointed 
to  with  pride,  in  fa<5l,  as  a  State  institution.  The  State,  having 
extended  the  helping  hand,  will,  I  hope,  cooperate  with  the 
friends  in  assisting  from  time  to  time,  but  the  work  of  building 
up  the  College,  and  making  it  worthy  of  the  patronage  of  the 
public  and  continued  munificence  of  the  State,  must  depend  upon 
the  management  of  the  Trustees,  who  are  its  lawfully  constituted 
agents  and  guardians. 

STATE  lAW  LIBRARY. 

By  a  communication  addressed  to  me  by  the  efficient  and  feith- 
ful  State  Librarian,  it  is  clear  that  provision  must  soon  be  made 
for  increased  accommodation  for  the  reception  of  books.  The 
State  can  boast  of  one  of  the  best  law  libraries  in  the  country, 
and  one  that  is  rapidly  growing.  There  are  now  nearly  nineteen 
thousand  volumes,  a  large  increase  in  the  last  two  years.  The 
present  building,  containing  the  library,  is  not,  as  you  are  aware, 
fire-proof,  and  so  valuable  is  the  colleftion  of  books  and  State 
papers — many  that  cannot  be  replaced — that  the  expenditure  for 
a  new  fire-proof  building,  I  feel,  is  in  every  sense  justifiable,  and 
an  additional  and  weighty  reason  why  another  place  should  be 
provided.  I  would  suggest  that  the  property  purchased  by  the 
State  some  time  since,  and  known  as  the  '*  Jump  property,*'  be 
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utilized,  in  part,  for  the  purposes  of  a  library,  and  that  an  apart- 
ment in  said  building  be  provided  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the 
enrolled  bills  and  other  valuable  papers  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State. 

PLEURO- PNEUMONIA. 

Since  the  mating  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  I  have  re- 
ceived several  communications  from  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  through  its  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry, 
urging  the  cooperation  of  this  State  with  the  General  Govern- 
ment in  the  suppression  of  the  contagious  disease  known  as 
pleuro-pneumonia  in  catde.  As  your  executive,  upon  request 
of  said  bureau,  I  appointed  the  State  Veterinary  Surgeon  as  a 
representative  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  meet  like  representa^ 
tives  of  the  several  States,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  August 
last,  to  consult  in  regard  to  details  of  cooperation  between  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  State  authorities  in  an  effort 
to  control  this  disease  during  the  past  year.  I  also  attended  the 
convention  and  advised  concurrence  on  the  part  of  our  State,  of 
course  being  guided  by  the  provisions  of  our  recent  enaftments 
on  the  subjeft.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  disease  has  been 
stamped  out  of  our  midst  by  cooperation  with  the  General 
Government,  which  could  not  have  oeen  done  with  the  limited 
means  provided  by  our  own  State. 

The  rules  and  regulations  forwarded  to  me  by  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  are  herewith  submitted. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

The  fourth  biennial  report  of  the  Board  is  herewith  presented. 
More  than  usual  attention  has  been  given  to  this  important  in- 
terest throughout  the  State.  By  the  examination  of  the  report 
of  the  Secretary,  and  letter  of  the  President,  accompanying  the 
same,  I  entertain  no  doubt  that  you  will  be  convinced  of  the 
necessity  of  an  mcrease  in  the  appropriation,  adequate  to  the 
wants  of  the  Board,  and  also  compensation  sufficient  to  remu- 
nerate the  Secretary  for  extraordinary  services  in  visiting  every 
sedion  of  the  State,  in  compliance  with  the  law  and  orders  of  the 
Board. 
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BUREAU  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  LABOR. 

As  we  have  no  or^nization  in  this  State  charged  with  the 
colle<5lion  of  information  on  these  important  subjecbs,  and  con- 
stantly, during  my  administration,  inquiries  have  been  made  by 
the  General  government  and  the  several  States  for  fafts  and  sta- 
tistics pertaining  thereto,  and  but  meagre  information  could  be 
furnished,  I  would  advise  the  establishment  of  a  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  Labor,  with  such  powers  as  the  Legislature  shall 
deem  proper. 

CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION   OF   THE    ADOPTION    OF    THE 
CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  original  thirteen  States, 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  June  last,  it  was  decided  that  there 
should  be  a  celebration  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the 

United  States,  on  the  17th  of  September,  A.  D.  1887. 

« 

In  pursuance  of  the  recommendations  of  this  meeting,  I  ap- 
pointed John  H.  Rodney,  Esq.,  to  represent  this  State  on  tne 
commission,  which  met  in  Philadelphia  on  December  2d,  last,  to 
perfeft  the  programme  for  said  celebration.  I  would  recommend 
that  the  Legislature  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  co- 
operate with  the  General  Government  and  our  sister  States  in 
the  ceremonies  to  commemorate  the  memorable  historic  event. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  communications,  herewith 
submitted,  in  relation  to  the  American  Exhibition,  at  London, 
commencing  May  2d,  1887,  of  the  Arts,  Inventions,  Manufac- 
tures, Produ6ls,  and  Resources  of  the  United  States ;  also  in 
relation  to  the  Permanent  Exposition  of  the  Three  Americas,  at 
Washington,  in  1889. 

The  reports  of  the  Adjutant- General  and  of  the  State  Chemist 
are  herewith  submitted,  and  their  recommendations  commended 
to  your  consideration. 

A  list  of  reprieves  and  pardons  granted  by  me  is  herewith 
transmitted,  together  with  the  reasons  for  my  a<5lion  in  the 
premises. 
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In  a  short  time  my  official  term  as  the  Executive  of  the  State 
will  expire.  I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  express  most 
grateful  acknowledgments  to  my  fellow  citizens,  whose  support 
has  been  of  great  encouragement  under  all  circumstances.  In 
the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  State,  I  could  not  expe6l 
to  be  free  from  error.  To  err  is  incident  to  our  imperfedl  nature. 
I  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  the  office  with  great  diffidence 
in  my  ability  to  discharge  its  duties  satisfa6lorily  to  the  people, 
yet  with  a  nrm  resolve  to  be  euided  in  all  things  by  a  desire  to 
do  right.  I  have  steadily  adhered  to  that  determination,  and 
have  done  no  official  2lA  which,  under  the  same  circumstances,  I 
would  not  do  again.  Entering  upon  my  official  career  free  and 
unpledged,  either  dire<5lly  or  indireAly,  I  close  it  with  the  con- 
sohng  and  proud  refledlion  that  my  conscience  upbraids  me  for 
no  official  mjustice  or  wrong,  and  that  the  advancement  of  the 
rights  and  interests  of  the  people  of  Delaware,  without  regard 
to  race,  or  color,  or  party,  has  been  the  constant  motive  of  my 
every  a6l.  In  retiring,  I  shall  not  cease  to  implore  the  aid  of 
the  Beneficent  Being,  to  whose  providence  we  are  so  signally 
indebted,  for  the  continuance  of  His  blessings  on  our  beloved 
litde  State.

Every  day,  before  the  Senate  proceeds  to  other 
business,  the  Clerk  shau  call  the  names  of  the  members  in  alpha- 
betical order,  and  shall  read  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day, 
which  may  be  corre<5ted  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  3.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  upon  any 
subje<5l  more  than  three  times,  except  in  explanation,  without 
leave  obtained  through  the  Speaker. 

Rule  4.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  interrupt  another 
while  speaking,  unless  on  points  of  order,  and  then  only  through 
the  Speaker,  and  no  member  shall  be  referred  to  by  name  in 
debate. 

Rule  5.  All  motions  shall  be  subjeft  to  debate,  except  mo- 
tions to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion. 

Rule  6.  Questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Speaker  without  debate,  from  whose  decision  an  appeal  may  be 

had  to  the  Senate  at  the  request  of  any  member.

Rule  7.     The  Speaker  shall  appoint  all  cominittees,'  unless 
the  Senate  shall  otherwise  diredl. 

Rule  8.  Every  committee  shall  report  within  five  days  of 
a6lual  session  of  the  Senate  from  the  time  of  their  appointment, 
or  furnish  reasons  why  a  report  has  not  been  made. 

Rule  9.  All  motions  and  resolutions,  except  for  the  reading 
of  bills,  the  daily  adjournment  of  the  Senate,  or  any  motion  to 
refer  any  subje<5l,  or  postpone,  shall,  if  requested  by  the  Speaker, 
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or  any  otember,  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  mover,  and  if  sec- 
onded, shall  be  repeated  bv  the  Speaker  to  the  Senate  before  any 
debate  or  decision  is  had  tJiereon. 

Rule  id.  Every  motion  on  which  a  vote  is  taken  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal,  and  (except  motions  for  adjournment)  the 
name  of  the  member  moving  the  same. 

Rule  ii.  Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers  addressed 
to  the  Senate,  shall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker,  or  a  member, 
who  shall  briefly  state  the  contents  thereof. 

Rule  12.  When  a  question  has  been  decided  in  the  affirma- 
tive, or  negative,  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority,  or  any 
member  absent  at  the  time  of  said  voting,  who,  if  present,  would 
have  voted  with  the  majority,  may  move  for  reconsideration 
thereof,  at  any  time  withm  three  days  of  a<5lual  session  of  the 
Senate,  and  the  word  ''majority"  shall,  in  the  application  of  the 
rule,  be  construed  to  mean,  not  the  greater  number  of  votes,  but 
such  number  as  was  sufficient  to  prevail  in  the  decision  of  the 
original  question. 

Rule  13.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave, 
by  order  of  the  Senate,  or  by  report  of  a  committee,  and  one 
day's  notice  shall  be  given  of  an  intended  motion  for  leave  to 
bnng  in  a  bill. 

Rule  14.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  in  the  Senate

All  bills  and  resolutions  which  the  standing  rules 

of  the  Senate  require  to  be  three  several  times  read  may  be 

amended  at  any  time  before  they  are  taken  up  for  the  third  or 

final  reading,  and  no  amendment  shall  afterwards  be  made  so  as 

^  to  materially  change  or  alter  their  meaning. 
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Rule  i8.  When  a  message  is  brought  to  the  Seriate  by  a 
member  of  the  House,  or  any  officer  of  the  State,  the  members 
shall  rise  upon  their  feet. 

Rule  19.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  praftice,  comprised  in 
Cushing's  Manual,  shall  govern  the  Senate  in  all  cases  to  which 
they  are  applicable,  and  m  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  standing  rules  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  20.  A  vote  of  the  majority  shall  prevail,  except  in 
special  cases  to  the  contrary. 

Rule  21.  A  special  order,  as  provided  for  in  Rule  14,  shall 
be  granted  upon  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members. 

Rule  22.  All  joint  or  other  resolutions  shall,  at  the  request 
of  any  member,  be  laid  over  at  least  one  day  of  acSlual  session. 

Rule  23.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  majority,  the  Senate 
shall  meet  every  day  (Sundays  excepted),  at  eleven  o'clock  in 
the  morning. 

Rule  24.  No  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  changed  or  sus- 
pended, except  by  a. vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  25.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous 
question,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  to  amend,  and 
to  postpone  mdefinitely  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.

JOINT  RULES   FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF   INTER- 
COURSE BETWEEN  THE  TWO  HOUSES  OF 
THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE 
STATE  OF  DELAWARE. 

Rule  i.  In  every  case  of  an  amendment  to  a  bill,  or  any 
other,  matter  agreed  to  in  one  house,  and  dissented  to  in  the 
other,  if  either  house  shall  request  a  conference,  and  appoint  a 
committee  for  that  purpose,  the  other  house  shall  also  appoint  a 
committee  to  confer.  Such  committee  shall,  at  a  convenient  hour 
agreed  on  by  their  c'hairman,  meet  in  the  conference  chamber, 
and  state  to  each  other,  verbally,  or  in  writing,  as  either  shall 
choose,  the  reasons  of  their  respe<5live  houses  for  and  against  the 
amendment  or  other  matter  of  disagreement,  and  confer  freely 
thereon. 

Rule  2.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  house  to 
the  other,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  house  to  which 
it  is  sent  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  shall  be  respeftfuUy  com- 
municated to  the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 
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Rule  3.  Messages,  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  a  sense 
of  propriety  in  each  house  may  determine. 

Rule  4.  While  bills  or  joint  resolutions  are  on  their  passage 
between  the  two  houses,  they  shall  be  on  paper  and  under  the 
signature  of  the  Clerk  of  each  house  respectively. 

Rule  5.  After  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  have  passed 
both  houses  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled  by  the  Clerk  of  the  house 
in  which  it  originated,  and  shall  be  examined  by  a  committee  of 
each  house  respe6lively,  who  shall  carefully  compare  the  enroll- 
ment with  the  original,  as  passed  by  both  houses,  and,  after  cor- 
re<5ting  any  errors  that  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  copy, 
shall  make  a  report  to  their  respe<5live  hous^. 

Rule  6.  After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  or  joint 
resolution  shall  be  signed  in  the  respe^ve  houses,  first  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  house  in  which  it  originated. 

Rule  7.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed 
in  one  house  is  reje<5led  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

Rule  8.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other. all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  joint  resolution  may  be  founded. 

Rule  9.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disa- 
greement, a  bill  oi' joint  resolution  shall  be  lost. 

Rule  10.  In  all  cases  where  a  conference  takes  place,  the 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  members  who  voted  in  the  ma- 
jority on  the  point  or  points  of  difference ;  but  the  committee 
shall  not  have  power  or  control  over  any  part  of  a  bill,  resolu- 
tion, or  order,  except  such  parts  upon  which  a  difference  exists 
between  the  two  houses.

Hon.  Willard  Saulsbury,  Chancellor  of  tRe  State  of  Delaware, 
then  administered  the  following  oaths  of  office  to  die  Governor 
eled,  to  wit : 

I,  Benjamin  T.  Biggs,  do  solemnly  swear  on  the  Holy  Evan- 
gels of  Almighty  God,  that  I  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America  :    So  help  me  God. 

I,  Bemamin  T.  Biggs,  do  solemnly  swear  on  the  Holy  Evan- 
gels of  Almighty  G<xl,  that  I  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  :    So  help  me  God. 

I,  Benjamin  T.  Biggs,  do  solemnly  swear  on  the  Holy  Evan- 
gels of  Almighty  Gcxi,  that  I  will  perform  the  duties  of  tne  office 
of  Governor  of  the  State  of  Delaware  with  fidelity :  So  help  me 
God. 

His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  then  delivered  his  inaugural 
address  to  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  as  follows : 

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS, 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Fellow  Citizens  :  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  re- 

?uires  that  the  members  of  the  several  State  Legislatures,  and  all 
Executive  and  Judicial  officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  several  States,  shall  be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmation  to  sup- 
port that  Constitution.  The  Constitution  of  this  State  requires 
that  all  such  officers  of  this  State  shall  be  bound  by  oath  or  affir- 
mation to  support  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  to  perform 
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the  duties  of  their  respeAive  offices  with  fidelity.  These  oaths  I 
have  just  taken  in  your  presence.  In  general  terms  they  pre- 
scribe and  limit  my  official  duties. 

The  necessity  and  propriety  of  the  first  arises  from  the  nature 
and  charaAer  of  our  complex  system  of  government,  State  and 
Federal.  The  Federal  Constitution  was  framed  in  convention  by 
delegates  from  the  several  States,  and  afterwards  ratified  by  con- 
ventions of  said  States.  The  States  therefore  being  parties  to 
said  Constitution,  it  was  necessary  and  proper  that  they  should 
be  bound  by  the  most  solemn  obligation  to  observe  and  keep  the 
same.  Hence  they  agreed  that  all  their  officers,  Executive,  Legis- 
lative, and  Judicial,  should  be  boimd,  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to 
support  the  Constitution  which  they,  through  their  delegates,  had 
thus  finamed  and  afterwards  ratified. 

It  is  a  matter  of  just  pride  to  the  people  of  Delaware  that  all 
her  officers  thus  designated  have  faithfully  kept  and  performed 
the  obligation  thus  imposed  upon  them.  None  of  tnem  have 
ever  been  unfaithful  to  the  Federal  Constitution  or  the  Union 
between  the  States  thus  made.  I  propose,  however,  briefly  to 
advert  to  some  of  these  duties  particularly  mentioned  in  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State,  the  performance  of  which  is  thereby  re- 
quired of  the  Governor  of  the  State,  and  to  indicate  my  views  in 
respeA  to  the  same.  Before  I  do  so,  however,  it  is  but  proper 
that  I  should  express  my  gratitude  to  the  people  of  this  State  for 
my  elevation  to  the  chief  executive  office  in  their  gift.  As  a 
return  for  the  honor  conferred  it  will,  throughout  my  term  of 
office,  be  my  aim  so  to  discharge  the  duties  connected  therewith, 
that  there  shall  be  no  just  cause  for  the  expression  of  regret  by 
any  one  who  had  assisted  in  my  ele<5lion  to  said  office.  While 
adverting  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  me  by  the  Constitution,  I 
shall,  according  to  custom  and  appropriate  to  the  present  occasion, 
briefly  state  my  views  upon  some  matters,  both  Federal  and  State. 
I  do  this  with  no  desire  to  dictate  what  should  or  should  not  be 
done  to  remedy  any  supposed  existing  evil  or  to  provide  for  any 
future  public  good,  i  offer  them  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Generai  Assembly,  that  it,  as  the  law-making  power  of  the  State, 
may,  as  relates  to  State  affairs,  supply  such  necessary  legislation 
as  the  public  interests,  in  its  opinion,  may  demand. 

By  Article  3,  Sedlion  8,  of  the  Constitution  df  the  State  it  is 
provided  that  the  Governor   '*  shall  appoint  all  officers  whose 
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offices  are  established  by  this  Constitution  or  shall  be  established 
by  law,  and  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided for.'* 

APPOINTMENTS  TO  OFFICE. 

Rotation  in  office,  unless  in  very  exceptional  cases,  I  regard 
as  a  cardinal  principle  applicable  to  the  subjed  of  appointments 
by  the  Governor.  That  thi3  principle  should  be  respe<Sled  by 
me  was  made  manifest  by  the  convention  which  nominated  me. 
That  convention  passed  a  resolution  condemning  reappointments 
in  respe6l  to  certain  offices.  I  believe  that  their  a(5lion  was  wise, 
and  that  the  reappointment  of  incumbents  at  the  expiration  of 
their  original  terms,  generaUy,  is  not  only  improper,  but  unfair  to 
others  having  equal  qualifications  and  equally  worthy  of  recogni- 
tion by  the  appointing  power.  I  shall  deem  it  my  duty  during 
my  term  of  office  to  make  no  reappointments  where  the  nature 
of  the  office  and  the  public  interests  do  not  justify  the  same. 
All  citizens  having  the  proper  legal  and  personal  qualifications 
have  an  equal  right  to  official  recognition  by  the  appointing  power 
in  the  sele<5lion  of  officers  to  peribrm  public  duties.  Capacity, 
honesty  and  fidelity  in  applicants  for  office  are  the  main  requisites 
that  should  be  regarded  by  the  appointing  power.  I  have  suffi- 
cient acquaintence  with  my  fellow  citizens  of  this  State  to  know 
that  many  such  persons  can  be  found  in  each  county  of  the  State 
to  meet  these  requirements  without  confining  the  appointments 
which  I  shall  make  to  any  very  limited  number  of  my  fellow  citi- 
zens, and  from  this  belief  and  knowledge  I  shall  conform  my 
a6lion  in  this  respeft  to  the  principle  enunciated  by  the  conven- 
tion which  nominated  me. 

In  adopting  this  as  a  principle  which  wiU  govern  my  official 
a6lion,  I  shall  not  only  carry  out  the  views  I  have  long  entertain- 
ed and  publicly  expressed  upon  this  subje6l,  but  at  the  same  time 
shall  reneft,  as  I  oelieve,  the  opinions  and  wishes  of  the  citizens 
generally  of  the  State.  In  determining  whom  I  shall  appoint  to 
office  I  shall  make  all  proper  and  needful  investigation  as  to  quali- 
fication, and  shall  be  governed  by  the  considerations  herein  men- 
tioned. I  deem  it  proper,  however,  to  say,  that  while  I  shall  pay 
great  respe6l  and  deference  to  the  opinions  of  my  fellow  citizens 
generally,  m^y  adlion  in  this  respe<5l  will  not  be  determined  by  the 
number  of  signers  to  the  petitions  of  applicants  for  office,  nor  the 
number  of  letters  which  may  be  addressed  to  me  in  their  behalf. 
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Recommendations  will  be  weighed  and  properly  considered. 
Solicitations  for  recommendations  of  applicants  for  appointments 
too  often  are  annoying  to  the  parties  sohcited,  and  in  some  cases 
to  the  public  generally.  Recommendations  are  often  too  incon- 
siderately ipade,  and  generally  very  easily  obtained.  Having 
knowled^  of  these  fa<5ts  from  my  experience  and  observation  in 
private  life  as  a  citizen,  and  from  the  experience  of  others,  as 
made  known  by  themselves,  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  be 
unmindful  of  such  considerations  in  the  discharge  of  my  official 
duty  in  this  respe<5l.  While  I  cannot  hope  to  please  all  who  may 
feel  an  interest  in  the  matter  of  appointments,  or  to  escape  the 
censure  of  many  in  respe<5l  thereto,  I  wish  it  to  be  distinftly  un- 
derstood that  I  alone  shall  be  responsible  for  the  appointments 
which  I  shall  make.  I  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
my  office  with  the  consciousness  of  being  perfeflly  free  and  un- 
committed to  any  person  in  respeft  to  any  appointment  to  be 
made  during  my  term  of  service.  While  I  may,  and  doubtless 
will,  make  mistakes  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty,  I  shall  have  the 
proud  consciousness  that  such  mistakes  will  not  have  been  inten- 
tionally made. 

THE  PARDONING  POWER. 

By  the  ninth  sedion  of  said  article  of  the  Constitution  it  is 
provided  that  the  Governor  **  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines 
and  forfeitures  and  to  grant  reprieves  ana  pardons,  except  in 
cases  of  impeachment."  The  care  with  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  framers  of  the  Constitution,  this  power  should  be  exercised 
is  evidenced  by  the  requirement  that  '*  he  shall  set  forth,  in  writ- 
ing, fully,  the  grounds  of  all  reprieves,  pardons  and  remissions, 
to  be  entered  in  a  register  of  his  official  a6ls,  and  laid  before  the 
General  Assembly  at  their  next  session.'*  There  will  have  to  be 
strong  mitigating  or  extenuating  circumstances  which  the  ordin- 
ary courts  of  justice  cannot  properly  consider  and  weigh  in  their 
verdi6ls  and  judjp^ments,  and  which  ought  to  be  considered  and 
weighed  as  meritme  Executive  clemency,  to  cause  me  to  exercise 
the  power  thus  conferred.  He  who  knowingly  and  willfully  vio- 
lates the  law  of  the  State,  and  who,  after  a  fair  and  impartial  trial 
by  a  jury  of  his  countrymen,  in  which  there  has  been  neither 
mistake  of  law  or  ia<5l  committed,  can  have  but  little  claim  to  the 
interposition  of  the  exercise  of  this  power  by  the  Chief  Execu- 
tive of  the  State.  Laws  are  made  to  be  observed,  not  to  be 
violated,  and  he  who  willfully  and  knowingly  violates  them,  does 
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so  with  a  knowledge  that  the  law  ordains  the  punishment  of  his 
a6l.  These  considerations  will  influence  me  in  respe<El  to  my 
a6lion  in  the  exercbe  of  the  power  thus  vested  in  me  under  the 
Constitution  of  this  State.  These  are  the  only  matters  in  respedl 
to  my  official  duties  enjoined  upon  me  by  the  Constitution  to 
which  I  deem  it  necessary  at  the  present  time  to  invite  public 
attention. 

CONVENTION  AND  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 

The  subje6l  of  a  Constitutional  Convention  has  for  years  been 
a  matter  of  more  or  less  public  agitation  and  dbcussion.  Mv 
views  upon  the  subject  of  a  Constitutional  Convention  are  well 
known.  As  a  member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1852, 
I  assisted  in  framing  the  Constitution  agreed  upon  by  that  body. 
Not  only  did  I  support  it  in  Convention,  but  in  public  addresses 
before  the  people  I  advocated  its  ratification.  My  efforts  and  the 
efforts  of  others  to  secure  its  adoption  by  the  people  were  unsuc- 
cessful. The  views  I  then  entertained,  however,  in  respeS  to 
the  necessity  and  propriety  of  a  change  in  the  fundamental  law 
of  the  State  have  not  been  altered.  'Die  changes  therein  I  then 
advocated  I  favor  to-day  as  Governor  of  the  State.  I  wish  to 
say,  however,  if  the  General  Assembly  shall,  in  their  wisdom, 
see  proper  to  provide  for  the  calling  of  a  Convention,  and  for 
the  submission  to  the  people  of  any  Constitution  which  may  be 
framed  by  such  Convention,  I,  as  an  earnest  advocate  of  Consti- 
tutional reform  by  means  of  a  Convention  and  the  adoption  of  a 
new  Constitution  in  lieu  of  the  existing  one,  would  suggest  that 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Assembly  in  relation  thereto 
should  be  had  in  striA  accordance  with  Article  IX  of  the  present 
Constitution  of  the  State,  and  that  all  the  requirements  of  said 
article  should  be  scrupulously  observed.  My  reason  for  this  sug- 
gestion is  based  upon  a  belief  that  opposition  will  be  made  to  the 
adoption  of  any  Constitution  that  may  be  framed,  and  in  order 
that  as  little  cavil  and  obje<5lion  may  be  made  as  possible,  it  is 
proper  that  no  steps  which  might  in  the  least  be  considered  revo- 
lutionary be  taken  to  hasten  that  which  must  surely  come.  It  is 
true  that  the  people  are  sovereign,  but  sovereignty  in  government 
is  unknown  to  American  law.  Such  sovereignty,  in  the  language 
of  another,  belongs  to  governments  different  from  ours  and  be- 
yond the  waters.  It  cannot  exist  in  the  free  governments  of 
America.     The  Constitution  is  the  fundamental  law  of  the  State. 
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It  cannot  be  changed  in  any  respect  by  the  Legislature,  which 
is  its  creature  and  wholly  sulx>rdinate  to  it,  and  any  attempt  to 
override  it  would  not  only  be  a  dangerous  but  pernicious  prece- 
dent If,  therefore,  the  Legislature  of  Delaware  sees  proper  to 
pass  an  a<fi  submitting  the  question  of  an  alteration  ot  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  to  the  voters,  I  hope  that  in  all  legislation 
in  respeiSl  thereto  it  will  have  a  just  regard  for  the  present  Con- 
stitution of  the  State,  and  that  all  measures  looking  thereto  will 
conform  to  its  re<^uirements.  If,  however,  the  General  Assembly, 
at  its  present  session,  shall  not  consider  it  wise  and  proper  to  call 
a  State  Convention  for  the  revision  of  the  present  Constitution, 
it  is  in  their  power,  and  I  think  they  should  exercise  it,  to  take 
the  initiatory  steps  for  its  amendment  in  the  mode  prescribed  in 
the  ninth  article  thereof.  That  article  says,  that  **the  General 
Assembly,  whenever  two-thirds  of  each  house  shall  deem  it 
necessary,  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Governor,  propose 
amendments  to  this  Constitution,  and  at  least  three,  and  not 
more  than  six,  months  before  the  next  general  ele<5lion  of  repre- 
sentatives, duly  publish  them  in  print  for  the  consideration  of  the 
people,  and  if  three-fourth^  of  each  branch  of  the  Legislature, 
after  such  an  eleftion  and  before  another,  ratify  the  saia  amend- 
ments, they  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  parts  of 
this  Constitution." 

DISTRICT  REPRESENTATION. 

Whatever  mode  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  th^  State 
may  be  adopted,  in  my  judgment,  the  time  has  arrived  when  a 
change  should  be  made  in  the  manner  of  ele<5ling  the  Senators 
and  Representatives  in  the  General  Assembly.  Under  our  Con- 
stitution they  are  at  present,  as  is  well  known,  ele6led  by  the 
voters  of  the  several  counties  throughout  the  counties  respe<5^ively. 
The  question  presents  itself  to  the  mind  of  every  thinking  man, 
Is  such  a  provision,  under  existing  circumstances,  right  ?  Does  it 
meet  the  wishes  and  expe<5lations,  the  desires  and  the  sense  of 
justice  of  the .  people  of  the  State  ?  The  voting  population  of 
the  several  counties  of  the  State  are  greatly  oisproportionate. 
Ought  not  the  wrong  of  unequal  representation  of  the  people 
in  the  General  Assembly  to  be  remedied  as  far  as  pra<5licable  ? 
Equal  representation  could  be  more  properly  secured  under 
ele<ftion  by  distrifls  than  under  the  existing  system.  Is  not  the 
former  system  of  eleAion  of  representatives  in  the  General  As- 
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sembly  more  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  Democratic 
representative  government  than  that  which  exists  under  the 
present  State  Constitution  ?  In  my  opinion  those  who  have  an 
immediate  interest  in  the  sele(5tion  of  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  should  have  that  right  secured  to  them  by  Constitu- 
tional provision.  In  case  the  present  General  Assembly  shall 
not  make  provision  for  calling  a  Constitutional  Convention;  I 
suggest  the  propriety  of  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution, embodying  this  principle,  in  accordance  with  the  IXth 
Article  of  the  Constitution. 

District  Representation,  in  my  judgment,  is  the  true  princi- 
ple of  a  democratic  representative  government,  and  I  earnestly 
recommend  its  adoption  in  our  State  policy,  in  such  mode  as  in 
the  wisdom  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  deemed  right  and 
proper. 

INCREASED  REPRESENTATION. 

The  request  has  time  and  again  been  made  to  the  General 
Assembly,  by  citizens  of  the  County  of  New  Castle,  that  an  in- 
crease of  representation  should  be  accorded  to  that  county  in  the 
Legislature  of  this  State,  and  as  often  as  that  request  has  been 
made  it  has  been  refused. 

In  my  judgment  it  is  but  fair  and  proper  that  that  which  in 
justice  belongs  to  it  should  be  granted.  It  is  a  well  known  ia6i 
that  the  County  of  New  Castle  is  rapidly  increasing  in  population. 
It  contains  Within  its  limits  many  of  the  manufaduring  industries 
of  the  country. 

Every  year  its  industries  and  enterprises  are  increasing.  With 
this  inc^e^  of  business  and  enterprise  there  is  a  corrJponding 
increase  of  population.  Already  the  voting  population  of  that 
county  is  vastly  larger  than  that  of  either  of  the  other  counties 
of  this  State.  Other  States  have  recognized  the  principle  that 
populous  communities  are  entitled  to  and  should  be  allowed  a 
larger  representation  in  their  legislatures  than  those  less  popu- 
lous. To  me  it  seems  that  a  fair  and  just  increase  of  representa- 
tion for  New  Castle  County  would  be  but  right  and  proper. 

• 

The  General  Assembly,  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  is 
composed  of  an  equal  number  of  members  from  each  county, 
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and,  in  my  judgment,  an  inequality  of  representation  cannot  be 
made  by  the  General  Assembly.  The  Legislature  is  but  the 
creature  of  the  Constitution,  and  cannot  change  it  in  any  respeft 
except  in  the  manner  which  the  Constitution  itself  provides. 

The  formation  of  a  constitution  is  the  exercise  of  sovereign 
power  by  the  people  themselves.  Sovereignty  resides  in  the 
peo]3le  alone.  They  can  make  or  unmake  constitutions.  The 
Legislature  can  do  neither  the  one  nor  the  other  of  these  things. 
The  creation  of  equality  in  the  General  Assembly  by  the  Consti- 
tution, which  is  the  expressed  will  of  the  people  and  an  a6l  of 
soverei^ty  itself,  cannot  be  destroyed  and  an  mequality  of  rep- 
resentation by  the  several  counties  be  established  by  an  aft  of  the 
Legislature.  The  creature  cannot  destroy  its  creator.  Such  a 
change  in  the  constitution  of  the  General  Assembly  can  only  be 
made  by  a  convention  of  the  people  themselves,  or  by  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  IXth 
Article  thereof.  Such  an  amendment  I  trust  the  good  sense  and 
justice  of  the  people  will  cause  to  be  made. 

ELECTION  OF  PUBLIC  OFFICI^RS. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  certain  public 
officers,  instead  of  being  appointed  by  the  Governor,  shotild  be 
defted  by  a  popular  vote  of  the  citizens  of  the  respe<5live  coun- 
ties entitled  to  vote.  The  public  opinion  of  the  voters  of  the 
State,  as  I  believe,  demands  that  a  change  should  be  made  in 
this  respe<S.  The  officers  to  whom  this  principle  of  sele<5lion 
more  particularly  applies  are  those  of  Register  of  Wills,  Pro- 
thonotary  of  the  Superior  Court,  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  Recorder 
of  Deeds,  and  Clerk  of  the  Orphans'  Court  and  Register  in 
Chancery,  of  the  different  counties  of  the  State. 

The  voters  are  fully  as  competent  to  decide  who  should  or 
should  not  fill  these  respedlive  offices  as  the  Governor  can  rea- 
sonably be  supposed  to  be.  The  voters  of  the  respe6live  counties 
are  generally  more  competent  to  decide  as  to  the  qualification  of 
such  officers  than  the  (jkwemor  himself.  They  have  better  op- 
portunities, by  reason  of  personal  acquaintance  and  personal 
intercourse,  to  form  corre^  opinions  in  respedl  to  the  qualifica- 
tions and  fitness  of  persons  generally  to  fill  these  positions  than 
the  Governor. 
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SALARIES  FOR  CERTAIN  OFFICERS  IN  UEU  OF  FEES. 

In  speaking  of  the  election  of  these  officers  who  now  receive 
appointments  at  the  hands  of  the  Governor,  I  think  it  but  right 
to  change  the  mode  of  their  compensation. 

Public  opinion,  I  think,  would  approve  of  such  a  change. 
Those  officers  should  be  required  by  law  to  colle<5l  the  prescribe 
fees  and  cover  the  same  mto  the  treasury  of  their  respedive 
counties.  It  should*  be  made  the  duty  of  the  respeftive  County 
Treasurers  to  pay  to  the  incumbents  of  said  offices,  out  of  the 
fees  so  paid  to  him,  a  certain  salary,  to  be  prescribed  by  law,  as 
a  just  compensation  in  full  for  all  their  respe<5live  services  as  such 
officers. 

PRIMARY  ELECTIONS. 

Primary  ele<Slions  of  political  parties  in  this  State  for  the 
nomination  of  candidates  for  office  should,  in  my  opinion,  be 
held  under  and  governed  by  suitable  legal  restri<5lions.  Bribery, 
corruption  and  fraud  at  such  ele<5lions  should  be  prohibited  and 
punished  by  law.  There  has  of  late  been  much  complaint  in  this 
State  concerning  corrupting  and  fraudulent  pradlices  at  such 
ele<5lions.  I  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly  the  enadlment 
of  suitable  laws  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  recurrence  of 
such  pradlices  in  the  future. 

STATE  FINANCES. 

The  biennial  report  of  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  General 
Assembly  is  most  gratifying.  As  appears  from  that  report  the 
indebtedness  of  the  State  is  $824,750.00,  and  the  amount  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  State  is  $1,168,799.00,  leaving  as  an  excess 
over  all  liabilities,  $344,049.00.  While  in  many  States  through- 
out the  Union  extravagance  has  prevailed,  and  corruption  has 
existed  in  public  expenditures,  it  can  be  said,  to  Delaware's 
credit,  that  those  who  have  had  the  control  and  management  of 
affairs  have  been  economical  in  their  management  and  honest  in 
their  dealings. 

The  present  indebtedness  of  the  State,  as  is  well  known,  was 
caused  by  the  granting  of  aid  for  internal  improvements  and  the 
prote6ling  of  the  citizens  during  the  bloody  days  of  the  late 
civil  war  from  draft.     The  showing  made  by  the  State  Treasurer 
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reflefts  credit  upon  tho^e  who  heretofore  have  had  charge  of 
affairs,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  being  able  to  bear  testimony  to 
their  integrity. 

TARIFF. 

I  deem  it  not  inappropriate  to  the  present  occasion  to  express 
my  opinion  in  respe<5l  to  certain  subje6ls  of  Federal  legislation 
in  which  the  people  of  the  several  States  have  and  feel  a  deep 
personal  interest,  and  one  in  which  their  voice  is  entitled  to  he 
heard.  By  Se6lion  VIII,  Article  I  of  the  Federal  Constitution, 
Congress  is  invested  with  the  exclusive  power  to  lay  and  coIle<5i 
taxes,  duties,  imposts,  and  excises. 

Before  the  formation  of  said  constitution  these  powers  belonged 
to  and  were  exercised  by  the  several  States  as  sovereign  and  in- 
dependent States.  The  States  cannot  now  exercise  this  power, 
having  surrendered  it  to  the  Federal  Government.  As  members 
of  the  Federal  Union,  however,  they  are  deeply  interested  in  the 
I>roper  exerdse  thereof  by  the  Federal  Government,  and  have  a 
right  to  demand  that  the  government  shall  so  exercise  it  as  to 
promote  the  common  benent  and  advantage  of  all. 

The  subjed  of  a  tariff  has  been  one  of  contention  in  Congress 
and  out  of  it  almost  from  the  formation  of  the  Federal  Union. 
The  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  from  the  different 
States  have  too  often  had  regard  to  the  separate  interests  of  the 
States  which  they  particularly  represented,  to  the  exclusion  of 
die  common  interest  of  all  the  States. 

It  is  difficult  for  the  Representatives  of  different  and  indepen- 
dent communities  to  rise  superior  to  local  interests,  and  to  a<5l  in 
the  spirit  of  impartial  justice  and  fairness  towards  other  political 
communities  even  though  conne6led  with  them  by  a  bond  of 
common  union. 

Particular  interests  have,  too  generally  been  alone  regarded, 
and  hence  the  adjustment  of  a  proper  tariff  upon  imports  has 
been  attended  wiui  the  greatest  dimculty  and  marked  by  the 
greatest  injustice. 

Without  entering  into  full  discussion  of  the  principles  which 
should  govern  this  subjed,  I  will  state  as  my  own  opinion  that  a 
true  poucy  is  that  which  should  most  usefully  employ  American 
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capital  and  Aroericaii  labor,  and  best  sustain  the  whole  popula- 
tion of  a  common  country,  and  not  the  population  of  any  particu- 
lar seftion  to  the  injury  of  the  rest.  The  great  interests  of  the 
whole  country  are  united  and  inseparable.  Agriculture,  com- 
merce and  manufa<5lurers  will  prosper  together  or  languish 
together,  and  all  legislation  is  dangerous  which  proposes  to 
benefit  one  of  these  without  looking  to  consequences  which  may 
fall  on  the  others.  The  predominant  interest  of  Delaware  is  that 
of  agriculture,  and  she  has  a  right  to  demand  of  the  Federal 
Government  that  the  predominant  interest  of  her  people  shall  not 
be  unjustly  discriminated  against  by  federal  legislation.  What  is 
true  of  the  people  of  Delaware  is  equally  true  in  respeft  to  the 
people  of  the  whole  country.  The  agricultural  •  interest  is  a 
general  and  a  common  one  and  should  not  be  made  to  bear,  as  it 
does  bear,  a  disproportionate  part  of  the  public  burdens. 

No  more  duties  should  be  levied  or  colle<5led  on  imports  by 
means  of  a  tariff  than  are  necessary  and  proper  for  meeting  the 
legitimate  expenses  of  the  Federal  Government,  honestly  and 
economically  administered. 

The  coUeaion  and  hoarding  up  of  a  large  surplus  or  sum  of 
money  collefted  by  means  of  a  tariff  of  duties  on  imports,  are 
wrongs  done  to  the  people  of  the  whole  country,  and  operate 
oppressively  upon  the  whole  people,  but  especially  upon  those 
who  have  the  greatest  portion  of  the  pubbc  burdens  to  bear. 
The  Federal  Government  is  not  authorized  to  levy  duties  for  any 
other  purpose  than  to  defray  the  expenses  of  government.  It 
cannot  levy  and  colle6l  such  duties,  except  for  the  common 
benefit,  ana  to  do  so  for  any  purpose  not  warranted  by  the  Con- 
stitution is  beyond  its  power.  The  coUedlion  of  unnecessary  rev- 
enue is  a  wrong  done  to  the  people,  and  the  possession  of  it 
when  colle6led  is  still  more  injunous.  Its  retention  in  the 
treasury  deprives  the  people  of  that  much  circulating  medium 
necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  business;  makes  money  high  and 
hard  to  get;  increases  the  rate  of  interest;  produces  failures  in 
business,  financial  embarrassment,  panics,  and  disasters  in  indus- 
trial pursuits,  and,  if  it  is  disbursed,  which  it  generally  is,  in 
needless  and  extravagant  expenditures,  by  the  government,  it 
puts  a  premium  on  dishonesty  and  fraud.  It  is  a  temptation  for 
appropriation  to  useless  purposes  and  unconstitutional  obje6ls. 
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A  treasury  should  not  be  overflowing.  Both  the  tariff  and 
internal  taxes  should  be  so  properly  reduced  and  modified  as  to 
keep  the  receipts  of  the  ajovernment  down  to  its  le^tiniate 
demands;  but  m  this  redu^ion  the  greatest  consideration  and 
regard  should  be  had  for  interests  which  have  grown  up  and 
been  proteAed  by  present  tax  and  tariff  laws,  so  that  under  tariff 
reform  no  injustice  may  be  done  in  respe^l  to  such  interests. 

There  can  be  no  justification  or  excuse  for  the  continuation  of 
the  duties  which  yield  in  excess  of  the  wants  of  the  government  a 
surplus  of  more  than  $100,000,000  annually,  which  must  be  held 
for  years  in  the  treasury  before  it  can  be  applied  to  the  extin- 
guishment of  any  part  of  the  public  debt.  Such  an  unwise  accu- 
mulation in  the  vaults  of  the  treasury  wiU,  unless  expended  in 
unwise  appropriations,  withdraw  from  circulation  a  large  amount 
of  money,  needed  in  the  business  of  the  country,  and  lead  to 
financial  embarrassment,  and  a  shrinkage  in'  the  value  of  every 
species  of  property  in  the  land. 

The  average  rates  on  duties  now  paid  upon  importations  is  less 
than  three  per  cent,  of  the  highest  average  rate  during  the  civil 
war,  and  gready  in  excess  of  the  average  rate  paid  at  any  time 
prior  to  the  war.  Every  dollar  taken  from  the  people  by  unnec- 
essary taxation  is  an  oppressive  exadlion,  depriving  them  to  that 
extent  of  the  means  of  providing  for  themselves  and  those 
dependent  on  them.  The  excess  of  revenue  beyond  the  require- 
ments of  the  government,  under  existing  law,  will  amount  to 
more  than  two  dollars  for  every  inhabitant  of  this  country  of  all 
ages,  sexes  and  conditions.     } 

Of  this  amount  the  people  of  Delaware  will  annually  contribute 
more  than  $300,000.  This,  however,  is  the  least  of  the  evils 
which  will  result  from  the  continuation  of  the  present  high  rate 
of  dudes.  The  disastrous  effe6ts  of  the  curtailment  of  the  circu- 
lating medium,  by  locking  up  the  surplus  revenue  in  the  treasury, 
and  the  barrier  which  high  duties  on  imports  ere<5ls  against  the 
exportation  of  our  own  produ<5lions,  both  agricultural  and  manu- 
&<^uring,  to  foreign  countries,  will  sooner  or  later  be  seen  on 
every  hand  and  felt  in  every  home.  The  continual  drainage 
upon  the  resources  of  the  people  by  unnecessary  taxation,  while 
diminishing  the  prices  of  produfts  of  their  industry,  by.  limiting 
their  sales  m  the  markets  of  the  world,  must  prove  disastrous  to 
every  industry,  and  especially  to  the  agricultural  interest,  in 
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which  our  people  are  so  generally  engaged.  The  American 
people  ought  to-day  to  be  the  most  prosperous,  contented  and 
nappy  people  on  earth,  yet  many  o^  our  industries  languish,  and 
labor  is  resdess  and  discontentea.  May  this  not  be  the  result  of 
a  policy  which  seeks  to  foster  the  interests  of  one  portion  of  our 
citizens  by  unjust  extortion  enforced  upon  others. 

SILVER  COIN. 

Congress,  under  the  Federal  Constitution,  has  the  exclusive 
power  to  coin  money  and  regulate  the  value  thereof,  but  in  the 
proper  exercise  of  this  power,  the  people  of  the  several  States 
nave  the  deepest  interest,  and  their  public  servants  should,  on  all 
propel  occasions,  give  expression  to  their  views  upon  this  impor- 
tant subject.  Th<^  States,  before  the  adoption  of  the  Federal 
Constitution^  being  soverei^,  independent  political  powers, 
possessed  the  power,  as  incident  to  their  sovereignty,  to  coin 
money  and  regulate  its  value.  They  surrendered  this  power 
to  the  Federal  Government  when  they  became  parties  to  the 
Federal  Constitution.  In  all  ac^es  and  among  all  civilized  people, 
^old  and  silver  have  been  legeu  tenders  in  payment  of  public  and 
mdividual  debts.  The  States  are  prohibited,  by  the  loth  Se<5tion 
of  Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  tne  United  States,  from  making 
anything  but  gold  and  silver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts. 

Nothing  but  coins  of  these  metals  are  in  this  State  a  je^al 
tender  for  such  purposes.  The  power  to  coin  money  being 
surrendered  to  the  general  government  by  the  States,  and  such 
coins  being  necessary  for  the  purpose  mentioned,  a  necessarily 
implied  oUigation  rests  upon  that  government  to  iumish,  by  the 
means  designated,  and  for  the  purposes  so  required,  the  neces- 
sary coin  of  those  metals,  and  it  is  as  obligatory  upon  it  to  furnish 
silver  coin  as  gold  coin.  The  Federal  uovemment  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  creation  of  le^l  tenders.  It  may  say  in  what 
debts  due  to  itself  shall  be  paid,  but  the  power  is  nownere  dele- 
gated to  it,  by  the  States  or  the  people,  to  create  legal  tenders  for 
the  several  States  or  their  people.  Tender  in  coin  existed  in  the 
States  before  the  adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution;  this  was 
not  changed  by  its  adoption.  It  was  recognized  as  an  existing 
fad.  It  IS  not  the  amount  of  either  gold  or  silver  coined  into 
money  that  gives  to  it  its  value  as  money.  It  is  the  stamp  of  the 
Qovemment  creating  and  regulating  its  relative  value  that 
causes  such  value  to  be  recognized  in  all  business  transadtions. 
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These  coins  are  not  to  be  judged  by  their  value  as  bullion,  but 
by  their  value  as  coin,  as  money,  as  legsd  money.  Hence 
the  cry  of  the  depreciated  value  of  silver  coin  is  senseless  and 
unmeaning,  except  for  the  purpose  of  depreciating  it,  and  pre* 
ventii^  its  coinage  into  money  by  those  who  have  or  suppose 
they  have  some  personal  interest  in  depreciating  its  value.  The 
United  States  produces  more  pfold  and  silver  than  any  other 
nation  on  earth,  and  yet  with  this  advantage  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  has  discriminated  against  coinage  ot  silver  into 
money. 

It  is  true  that  this  injustice  and  wrong  has  become  so  manifest 
from  popular  denunciation  thereof,  that  the  demonetization  of 
silver  has  been  removed,  and  its  coinage  into  legal  money  allowed 
to  a  much  greater  extent  than  at  one  time  existed.  But«notwith- 
standing  these  partial  surrenders  to  a  popular  demand  of  the 
people,  the  circulation  of  silver  coin  among  the  people,  as  far  as 
possible,  has  been  retarded  and  rendered  less  efTeflual  than  it 
should  be  by  the  unwise  policy,  in  this  resped,  ptirsued  by  the 
Federal  Government,  in  conjun6iion  with,  ot  at  least  to  the 
advantage  of  those  who  have  ^  peculiar  interest  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  these  purposes.  Hence,  the  silver  coin  of  the 
country,    instead  of  being  paid  out  to  the  employ^  of  the 

fovemment  and  in  discharge  of  its  publio  indebtedness,  is 
oarded  in  the  treasury  vaults,  in  such  quantities  and  to  sudi  an 
amount  that  the  cry  now  is  that  such  vaults  are  insufficient  for 
its  storage  and  the  ouilding  of  new  vaults  said  to  be  necessary  for 
its  safe  keeping,  under  the  pretence  that  the  people  will  not  take 
the  silver  dollars.  Let  those  vaults  be  opened  and  their  contents 
put  into  immediate  circulation,  and  the  people  will  soon  show 
whether  the  allegation  is  true  or  false.  I  nave  never  yet  seen  the 
man  who  was  a&id  of,  or  who  did  not  desire  the  possession  of  a 
silver  dollar. 

Civil.  SERVICE  REFORM. 

I  have  already  said  that  I  believe  the  true  principle  on  which  a 
Democratic  representative  government  should  be  conducted  is 
rotation  in  office.  I  believe  in  reforming  the  civil  service,  but 
not  in  what  is  popularly  known  as  civil  service  reform.  I  would 
appoint  none  but  honest  and  well-qualified  men  to  public  office, 
but  such  men  should  be  in  sympathy  with  the  administration  in 
its  honest  efforts  to  corfeci  public  abuses.     An  administration 
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called  by  the  people  to  the  performance  of  such  duties  should 
not  permit  itseU  to  be  circumvented  or  embarrassed  by  appoint- 
ing to  office  those  who  from  party  affiliation  might  be  interested 
or  inclined  to  bring  such  an  administration  into  disrepute.  It 
should  administer  the  government  through  agents  in  political 
sympathy  with  itself.  If  such  agents  be  wisely  selected,  in  respeA 
to  qualifications,  there  can  be  no  just  cause  of  complaint  that 
their  political  views  and  associations  are  in  harmony  with  the 
administration  of  which  they  are  part. 

My  opinion  is  that  while  bqth  the  great  political  parties  of  the 
country  sought,  by  the  insertion  into  theu*  platforms  of  words 
favorable  to  civil  service  reform,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
some  supposed  additional  support,  both,  by  this  time,  have  had 
full  opportunity  to  discover  tne  uselessness  of  the  profession  and 
the  diminutive  character  of  the  advantages  sought.  Honesty  in 
this,  as  in  all  other  things,  is  the  best  policy. 

But,  gentl^nen,  notwithstanding  we  may  think  we  can  discover 
imperferaons  in  our  Federal  and  State  systems  of  government, 
and  notwithstanding,  in  our  exuberence  of  political  freedom,  and 
the  unrestrained  enjoyment  of  political  liberty,  we  have  the  con- 
stitutional right  to  censure  the  administration  of  government  and 
suggest  improvements  in  its  measures  and  policv,  it  may  be  truly 
said,  that  never  was  there  a  people  so  blessed  of  Heaven  witn 
wise  government  and  wise  administration  of  public  affairs. 

On  the  17th  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1787,  delegates  from  12 
of  the  original  States  formed  a  constitution  of  government  for 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  declared  that  the  ratification 
thereof,  by  the  conventions  of  nine  States,  should  be  sufficient 
for  the  establishment  of  that  constitution  between  the  States  so 
ratifying  the  same.  On  the  7th  day  of  December  following  (1787) 
the  deputies  of  the  people  of  Delaware,  *'for  and  in  behaU  of 
themselves  and  of  their  constituents,  fully,  freely  and  entirely 
approved  of,  assented  to,  ratified  and  confirmed  the  said  con- 
stitution." Delaware  was  the  first  State  to  adopt  the  Federal 
Constitution.  She  has  never  violated  it>  and  she  will  be  the  last 
to  abandon  it 

On  the  17th  day  of  September  next,  the  people  of  the  thirty- 
eight  States  now  comprising  the  Federal  Union,  will  celebrate,  in 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  the  one  hundrdth  anniversary  of  the  for- 
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mation  of  the  Federal  Constitution.  It  is  proper  that  Delaware 
should  be  represented  on  that  occasion.  I  recommend  that  the 
General  Assembly  take  such  a6tion»  in  respe<5l  thereto,  as  they 
shall  consider  most  appropriate.  • 

Allow  me,  gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  express  the 
hope  that.we  may  all  so  a<5l  in  the  dbcharge  of  our  respe<5live 
official  duties  as  to  merit  and  receive  the  approval  of  our  fellow 
citizens. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cooper,  of  the  Senate,

The  Senate  reassembled  at  the  expiration  of  the  recess.

The  principal  of  such  bonds 
shall  be  made  payable  at  sucn  time  or  times,  not  less  than  ten 
years  nor  more  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  said  commissioners. 
The  form  of  said  bonds  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  said  commis- 
sioners, and  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  of  the  said  Town 
Commissioners,  and  the  Treasurer  of  said  town,  and  sealed  with 
the  corporate  seal  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
taxation. 

Section  2.  That  the  Treasurer  of  said  town,  in  addition  to 
the  security  he  is  now  required  by  law  to  give,  shall  give  security 
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for  the  proceeds  of  the  aforesaid  bonds,  which  said  proceeds  shall 
be  kept  separate  from  the  other  funds  of  said  town,  and  shall  be 
subje<bl  to  draft,  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  3.  That  Henry  Clayton,  George  W.  W.  Naudain, 
Martin  B.  Burris,  John  H.'rarris,  and  Gideon  E.  HukiU  be  and 
are  hereby  appointed  "Water  Commissioners,'*  who,  with  the 
proceeds  of  the  bonds  aforesaid,  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  ere<5l  water  works  and  lay  pipes  to  supply  the  said 
town  with  water;  and  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  or  expedient 
for  the  said  commissioners  to  acquire  land  for  any  purpose  con- 
ne<5led  with  said  water  supply,  and  such  land  cannot  be  acquired 
by  agreement  with  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  and  the  said 
commissioners,  the  same  may  be  taken  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
in  the  name  of  the  said  town,  in  the  same  manner  and  subje<5l  to 
the  same  conditions  and  proceedings  as  are  now  prescribed  by 
law  in  relation  to  the  said  Town  of  Middletown  for  condemning 
and  takinp^  land  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out,  opening,  extend- 
ing, or  widening  any  street,  road,  square,  lane,  or  alley  in  said 
town. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  "Water  Commissioners"  shall  have 
authority,  from  time  to  time,  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  afore- 
said of  the  money  borrowed  as  aforesaid  sufficient  to  meet  the 
costs  of  the  said  water  works;  and  upon  the  completion  of  the 
said  works  shall  make  a  proper  delivery  of  the  same,  with  all  the 
appurtenances,  to  the  said  "Town  Commissioners*'  of  the  said 
town,  and  shall  render  to  the  said  "Town  Commissioners"  a 
just  and  full  account  of  their  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the 
constru6lion  of  the  said  water  works.  The  compensation  of  all 
the  said  "  Water  Commbsioners  "  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggre- 
gate the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  5.  That  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  said  board 
of  "Water  Commissioners"  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from 
the  town,  or  otherwise,  the  remaining^  members  shall  fill  such 
vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  a  taxable  citizen  of  said  town. 

Section  6.  That  the  "Town  Commissioners"  aforesaid  shall 
have  authoritv  to  employ  proper  persons  to  operate  said  water 
works,  and  shall  fix  their  compensation  by  ordinance;  and  in 
like  manner  shall  fix  the  rent  or  rents  which  private  consumers 
of  water  shall  pay;  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  to  collect  such 
rents  as  coUedlors  of  county  taxes  now  have  to  colle<^  such  taxes. 
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Section  7.  That  before  the  preceding  sedions  of  this  aft 
shall  go  into  into  effed  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  ''Town 
Commissioners,"  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  a<5l, 
to  call  a  town  meeting,,  upon  ten  days*  notice,  and  at  such  meet- 
ing the  borrowing  of  the  said  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  there- 
at; every  resident  of  said  town,  who  shall  have  paid  a  town  tax 
for  the  year  in  which  such  meeting  is  held,  or  for  the  preceding 
year,  shall  have  the  right  to  cast  one  vote  for  every  dollar  and 
every  fractional  part  of  a  dollar  of  *'town  tax'*  aforesaid  by  him 
or  hef  paid.

successors  be  duly  chosen  and  qualified;  the  tnree  other  Commis- 
sioners of  the  second  class  to  serve  until  the  finst  Saturday  of 
April,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and  until  their 
successors  be  duly  chosen  and  qualified;  and  the  three  other 
Commissioners  of  the  third  class  to  serve  until  the  first  Saturday 
of  April,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  and  until  their 
successors  be  duly  chosen  and  qualified.  The  Commissioners 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  and  by  a  plurality  vote,  and  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  the  times  for  which  they  are  severally  elected,  as 
aforesaid,  and  until  their  successors  be  duly  chosen  and  qualified. 
The  school  voters  of  said  United  School  Districts  shall  appoint  a 
Chairman,  Secretary,  and  two  Inspectors  of  the  election  then  to 
be  held,  and  the  polls  shall  be  opened  before  three  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  and  closed  at  4  o'clock.  Provided  that  no  election  for 
School  Commissioners  shall  be  held  in  the  said  several  School 
Districts  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April  of  the  present  year,  and 
that  the  present  School  Commissioners  shall  continue  in  ofKce 
until  the  said  first  Saturday  in  May  next,  and  until  their  successors 
be  duly  chosen  and  qualified."

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following,  to  wit: 

**  Section  i.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
County  Treasurer  of  Sussex  County,  the  President  of  the  Levy 
Court  of  Sussex  County,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  Sussex 
County,  be  and  they  ^re  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  ad- 
vertise in  such  newspapers  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  for 
such  length  of  time  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  for  bids  or  pro- 
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posals  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  loan  authorized  by  this  act, 
to  be  represented  by  bonds  of  Sussex  County,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Each  bid  or  proposal  must  be  in  writing;  must  state 
the  bidder's  full  name  and  place  of  residence,  and  the  amount 
of  the  loan  proposed  to  be  taken.  Every  bid  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a  certified  check  to  the  order  of  the  County  Treasurer 
of  Sussex  County  for  three  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the  bid, 
which  shall  be  retained  as  security  for  the  payment  of  the  residue 
of  the  amount  bid  when  the  bonds  are  ready  for  delivery,  and 
payment  shall  be  demanded  in  the  mode  hereinafter  provided.

curate record,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the  said  Clerk  of  the 
Peace  for  that  purpose,  of  every  such  bid  or  proposal  so  received, 
showing  the  name  of  the  bidder,  his  place  of  residence,  and  the 
amount  of  his  bid;  and  such  record  shall  also  show  the  award 
made  by  the  said  commission,  as  hereinafter  provided.

and  disposea  of  at  the  time  and  place  desi^ated  in  said  adver- 
tisements, by  the  same  commission  and  subject  to  the  same  regu- 
lations and  directions  as  are  contained  in  Section  2  of  this  act.

Section  4.  That  immediately  after  the  award  of  said  loan, 
or  any  part  thereof,  by  the  said  commission,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  it  shall  be  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  said

There 
were  grave  doubts  of  the  mental  soundness  of  the  prisoner,  and 
his  term  having  nearly  expired,  it  was  deemed  best  to  extend  the 
Executive  clemency.

George  H.  Little.  Indidled  for  burglary  at  the  February 
Term,  1884,  of  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  &c., 
for  New  Castle  County,  and  convidled.  Sentence:  one  hour  in 
pillory,  20  lashes  and  nve  years  imprisonment. 

This  pardon  was  granted  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Attorney  General,  many  members  of  the  Bar,  and  numerous 
citizens.  The  good  conduct  of  the  prisoner  since  his  convi<5tion, 
and  previous  good  character,  togetner  with  the  severity  of  the 
sentence,  caused  the  exercise  of  the  pardoning  power,  besides 
the  condition  of  his  health,  that  it  was  extremely  doubtful  if  he 
could  live  much  longer  iiT  confinement.

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STATE  CHEMIST'S  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Charles  C,  Siockley,  Governor  of  Delaware, 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  an  a6l  of  Legislature^  I  have  the 
honor  herewith  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  State  Chemist,  for 
the  year  1885. 

During  the  past  year,  eighty-nihe  brands  of  fertilizers  l>ave 
been  tested.  The  samples  were  carefully  drawn  by  me,  or  under 
my  direftion,  from  trade  packages  exposed  for  sale  throughout 
the  State,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  aft  of  April 
18,  1885,  ^^^  they  fairly  represent  the  average  quality  of  the 
goods  offered  to  our  farmers.  Whenever  possible  the  samples 
were  selefted  from  lots  in  the  possession  of  the  consumer,  in 
order  that  the  analysis  niight  represent  the  quality  of  the  articles 
aftually  purchased. 

The  results  of  the  chemical  examination  have  been,  with  a 
few  exceptions,  quite  satisfaftory.  The  composition  of  the 
majority  of  the  more  prominent  standard  articles,  as  a  rule,  has 
been  but  little,  changed.  The  mechanical  condition  of  the  brands 
offered  for  sale  has  been  good. 

The  trade  in  commercial  fertilizers  has  been  quite  aftive  during 
the  past  year.  A  larger  number  of  manufafturers  h^e  entered 
our  markets  than  in  prceeding  years,  showing  an  increased 
demand  for  artificial  manures.  Tne  prices  of  1885  were  lower 
than  heretofore.  This  was  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  unusually  sharp 
competition  which  prevailed  throughout  the  State.

REPORT   OF 

THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  AGRICULTURE 

For  1886. 


To  his  Excellency,  Benjamin  T,  Biggs,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Delaware : 

Sir  :  By  the  second  se<5lion  of  the  aft  to  create  a  Board  of 
Agriculture  for  the  State  of  Delaware,  **It  is  made  the  duty  of 
'*of  the  Board  to  colle<5l  fkOs,  statistics,  or  other  data,  affe^ing 
*  *  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State»  and  report  the  same  from 
**time  to  time  to  the  Governor,  who  shall  lay  the  same  before 
*'the  General  Assembly,"  etc. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  instruftions,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  held  at  the  office  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society  in 
Dover,  on  Tuesday  the  ist  day  of  February,  1887,  the  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board 
a  written  statement  or  address  relative  to  the  progress  and  con- 
dition of  agriculture  in  Delaware  as  compared  with  its  advance- 
ment in  our  sister  state.  New  Jersey,  from  which  it  is  evident  that 
the  encouragement  and  patronage  given  by  the  latter  state  to  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  and  to  the  associations  organized  for  the 
promotion  of  this  great  interest,  has  assisted  materially  in  de- 
veloping its  resources  and  in  greatly  advancing  the  state  of  im- 
provement by  which  the  soil  has  been  rendered  more  fertile  and 
the  value  of  its  producSs  largely  increased.  This  increase  is  also 
found  in  the  assessable  value  of  real  estate  in  the  rural  distrifts, 
resulting  direftly  to  the  benefit  of  the  state — returning  a  larger 
proportion  of  taxes  as  an  equivalent  for  its  liberality. 

It  is  a  subjed  of  great  general  interest  and  we  beg  leave  to 
present  the  statement  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  as  a  part  of 
our  report  to  your  excellency,  to  be  disposed  of  as  by  the  aft  pro- 
vided, with  such  recommendations  as  you  may  deem  expedient

Gentlemen  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture: 

Tlie  position  of  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  State  Board 
of  Ag^riculture,  conferred  on  me  by  your  favor  at  the  last  annual 
meeting,  has  been  the  means  of  bringing  to  my  knowledge, 
through  letters  and  by  reports  issued  by  the  boards  of  agricul- 
ture in  other  States,  some  of  the  results  of  the  intelligent  and  per- 
sistent efforts  that  are  being  made  to  advance  the  interests  of 
those  who  live  by  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  and  whose  prosperity 
depends  mainly  upon  the  value  and  utilization  of  its  product. 

One  among  the  most  instruftive  of  these  reports  was  sent  to 
me  by  William  S.  Taylor,  Esq.,  Secretary  ol  the  New  Jersey 
State  Board.  As  a  large  part  of  that  State  is  only  separated  from 
our  own  by  the  bay  and  river  (Delaware),  and  is  in  many  res- 
pe<5ls  similar  to  it  in  soil  and  climate,  I  think  we  may  be  able  to 
obtain  from  this  report,  and  from  other  sources  to  which  I  will 
refer,  information  as  to  the  advantages  to  be  derived  by  such 
methods  as  are  adopted  in  the  cultivation  and  management  of 
crops  in  that  state,  and  by  having  an  active  and  well  organized 
board  to  look  after  the  great  interest  which  gives  employment  to 
so  large  a  percentage  of  the  population. 

The  volume  referred  to  contains  the  annual  address  of  the 
President,  and  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board, 
which  gives  the  year's  work;  the  report  of  the  Chemist,  giving 
the  comparative  effedls  on  the  growth  of  plants  by  fertilization 
with  chemical  materials,  such  as  phosphoric  acid,  potash,  nitrogen, 
&c.,  as  shown  by  aftual  experiment;  a  valuable  communication 
on  food  equivalents,  going  to  prove  the  value  of  different  kinds 
of  food  consumed  in  Stttening  animals,  as  shown  by  the  increase 
in  live  weight;  articles  on  the  cultivation  of  fruits  of  all  kinds,  for 
which  New  Jersey  has  so  long  been  famous;  the  revival  of  peach 
culture,  ana  discussions  on  the  cause  of  diseases  that  attack  fruit 
trees;  cranberry  culture  and  its  profits;  reports  of  the  Veterinary 
Inspeftors  on  hog  cholera,  pleuro-pneumonia,  glanders,  &c.,  and 
advice  as  to  the  best  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of  conta- 
gious diseases,  and  remedies  to  be  used;  in  fa6l  any  subje<5l  that 
enters  into  the  elements  of  success,  and  is  matter  of  special  im- 
portance to  the  farmer,  fruit  grower  or  stock  raiser,  is  submitted 
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to  some  committee  or  individual  qualified  to  make  the  proper  in- 
vestigation or  experiments,  and  a  report  is  subsequently  sub- 
mitted as  the  result  of  the  inquiry  and  labor. 

Thus  they  have  colle<5led,  under  the  patronage  of  the  State,  in 
small  compass,  information  on  man^  subjects  of  great  interest  to 
the  farmer,  which  would  not  otherwise  be  obtainea  in  a  form  upon 
which  he  could  so  safely  rely. 

After  examining  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  New  Jersey 
Board  of  Agriculture,  the  outcome  of  a  small  appropriation  by 
the  State  legislature,  it  occurred  to  me  that  our  good  old  com- 
monwealth, m  whose  prosperity  we  should  take  great  pride,  in 
not  pursuinpf  the  policy  of  our  near  neighbor,  is  in  danger  of  be- 
ing left  behind  in  a  matter  vital  to  her  chief  interest. 

This  can  best  be  illustrated  by  instituting  a  comparison  of  such 
agricultural  statistics  of  the  two  states  as  have  a  direft  bearing  on 
the  question  involved. 

The  S^tate  of  Delaware  comprises  an  area  of  2 1 20  square  miles, 
or  1,356,800  acres;  of  this  area,  as  shown  by  the  United  States 
census  of  1880,  we  have,  of  improved  land,  746,958  acres;  of 
farms,  8,749;  value  of  farms,  including  fences  and  buildings,  $36, 
789,672. 

The  State  of  New  Jersey  (considered  also  one  of  the  Small  states) 
has  an  area  of  8,320  square  miles,  or  5,324,800  acres.  Of  im- 
proved land  there  are  2,096,297  acres;  of  farms,  34,307;  value 
of  farms,  fences  and  buildings,  $190,895,833. 

The  population  of  Delaware,  by  the  U.  S.  census  of  1880,  (the 
correftness  of  which  it  is  not  for  me  to  question)  was  146,600; 
of  this  number  17,849  were  engaged  in  agriculture,  say  about  i 
in  8  or  12^  per  cent.,  (This  does  not  include  agricultural  labor- 
ers who  are  classified  under  the  general  head  of  laborers). 

In  New  Jersey  the  population  in  1880  was  1,131,116,  of  which 
number  59,214  were  engaged  in  agriculture,  about  i  in  19,  or  say 
5^  per  cent.  This  comparative  difference  in  the  percentage  of 
tiie  population  engaged  in  agriculture  to  the  whole  population 
of  the  states  is  easily  accounted  for  by  the  faft  that  in  New  Jersey 
there  were  reported  28  cities  of  over  4000  inhabitants,  two  of 
them,  Newark  and  Jersey  City,  of  136,500  and  120,700  respec- 
tively; whereas  in  Delaware,  except  the  city  of  Wilmington,  of 
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42,500  people,  there  was,  in  1880,  no  other  town  credited  with 
4000  population. 

From  the  foregoing  figures  I  have  ascertained  by  calculation 
that  we  have  in  Delaware  41^  acres  of  improved  land  to  each 
person  engaged  in  agriculture,  whereas  in  New  Jersey  to  each 
person  so  engaged  there  are  nearly  35)^  acres.  This  difference  is 
much  less  than  I  expe(5led,  and  it  will  not  of  itself  account  for  the 
^eat  difference  in  the  value  of  the  improved  land,  to  which  I  par- 
ticularly ask  your  attention.  By  dividing  the  aggregate  value  of 
the  farms  in  Delaware,  as  before  given  by  the  U.  S.  census,  by  the 
number  of  acres  of  improved  land,  you  will  find  the  average  price 
per  acre  to  be  $49. 25 ;  whereas  the  value  per  acre  in  New  Jersey, 
found  by  the  same  process,  is  $91.05,  a  difference  in  value  of 
$41.80  per  acre.  But,  as  it  may  be  said  the  estimated  value 
should  be  upon  the  unimproved  as  well  as  the  improved  land  in 
&rms,  I  will  add  to  the  number  of  acres  of  improved  land  in 
Delaware,  383,287  acres;  and  to  the  improved  land  in  New  Jer- 
sey, 833,476  acres;  this  being  the  acreage  of  unimproved  lands  in 
farms,  as  given  in  the  census,  and  we  find  the  average  value  per 
acre,  ascertained  as  before,  to  be  in  Delaware  $33.75;  and  in  New 
Jersey  $65.15 — a  difference  of  $31.40  per  acre.  Now,  with  this 
showmg  against  us,  I  think  we  may  well  enter  into  an  inquiry  as 
to  the  causes  which  have  produced  this  extraordinary  result,  and, 
I  trust,  profit  thereby.  Why  should  improved  land  on  the  east 
side  of  the  Delaware  Bay  and  River  be  held  at  an  average  of 
$41.80  per  acre  above  the  value  of  improved  land  naturally 
equal  in  Quality  and  capable  of  being  made  as  produ<5live  on  the 
west  side? 

This  cannot  be  attributed  to  the  location  near  large  cities  of 
many  high-priced  farms — as  we  find  the  valuation  of  improved 
land  in  Burlington  County,  where  the  cities  are  small,  exceeds  the 
average  price,  $91  per  acre ;  nor  can  it  be  attributed  to  the  su- 
perior cultivation  of^  grain  crops.  Special  attention  is  not  given 
to  raising  wheat  in  New  Jersey,  though  even  in  that  produ<5l 
she  is  ahead  of  us.  The  average  for  New  Jersey  in  1886  was 
15.64  bushels  of  wheat  per  acre;  and  for  Delaware  12.40  bushels.* 
In  the  com  crop  the  difference  was  even  greater — New  Jersey  is 
credited  with  an  average  of  27.18  bushels,  as  against  16.57  in 
Delaware.     The  profit  of  firming  in  New  Jersey  is  found  in  so

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diversifying  the  occupation  as  to  include  the  production  of  all 
things  which  constitute  the  food  and  cohtribute  to  the  wants  and 
become  necessary  to  the  life  of  all  who  are  engaged  in  other 
vocations,  their  dependents,  and  the  animals  under  their  pro- 
tection. 

In  tliat  branch  of  &irmin^  called  trucking,  the  Jerseymen  are, 
perhaps,  not  excelled  on  this  continent.  This  is  a  laborious  oc- 
cupation, requiring  clo^e  personal  attention,  constant  exposure 
to  the  weather,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  requirements, 
the  conditions,  and  the  cultivation  of  plants,  to  insure  success. 

The  facilities  for  reaching  the  city  markets  with  country  pro- 
duce have,  perhaps,  been  better  in  New  Jersey  than  in  Delaware, 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  our  facilities  are  constantly  improving, 
and  we  have  the  great  advantage  of  climate.  A  large  part  of  our 
State,  suitable  for  trucking,  lies  far  south  of  the  distnft  devoted  to 
it  around  Burlingtofa  or  Camden,  and  from  the  warm,  sandy  soils 
of  southern  Kent  and  Sussex,  early  produdls,  which  are  the  most 
profitable,  would  reach  the  markets  of  northern  cities  five  or  six 
days  in  advance  of  such  produ<5ls  from  the  Jersey  truck  farms  re- 
ferred to. 

The  cultivators  of  truck  and  small  fruits  make  it  their  special 
business  to  watch  the  markets  and  grow  for  profit  such  crops  as 
promise  to  be  most  remunerative. 

Take,  for  instance,  cranberry  culture.  From  the  cultivation 
of  this  berry,  in  1885,  the  produft  returned  was  236,831  bushels. 
Estimate  the  average  return  to  growers  at  the  low  price  of  $2  per 
bushel,  and  as  the  value  of  this  crop  we  have  $473,662.  This  is 
no  small  item  in  the  crop  returns,  and  is  derived  mainly  from 
low  meadow  or  swamp  lands,  such  as  are  found  in  many  parts  of 
our  State,  and  are  considered  by  the  owners  valueless,  and,  indeed, 
are,  in  their  present  condition,  very  much  of  a  nuisance. 

Many  things  combine  to  give  the  State  of  New  Jersey  its  high 
agricultural  status.  By  a  wise  policy  the  State  fosters  this  ereat 
interest.  This  is  shown  by  the  institution  of  a  Board  of  Agriculture 
composed  of  men  of  pra<5lical  information  and  intelligence,  who 
have  the  material  interests  of  their  State  at  heart,  and  are  pro^ 
vided  with  the  means  of  employing  the  services  of  experienced 
assistants  to  make  such  experiments  and  investigations  as  I  have 
before  referred  to,  as  most  conducive  to  the  public  welfare. 
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It  is  a  question  for  our  legislature  to  consider  whether  our 
State  would  not  be  equally  benefitted  by  adopting  such  methods 
for  the  encouragement  of  that  large  class  of  our  citizens  engaged 
in  the  cultivation  of  the  soil. 

One  subjeft,  above  all  others,  to  which  I  asked  your  attention 
and  some  of  the  members  of  the  legislature  two  years  ago,  I 
would  again  refer  to  in  this  connexion.  It  is  estimated  that  at 
least  300,000  acres,  included  in  the  strip  west  of  the  Delaware 
Railroad,  designated  as  '* forest  land,"  located  on  the  back-bone 
or  highest  plane  of  the  peninsula,  say  from  40  to  60  feet  above 
tide  water,  requires  artificial  draining.  The  streams  that  run 
eastwardlv  and  empty  into  the  Delaware,  or  westerly  into  the 
Chesapealce  Bay,  take  their  rise  in  this  water-shed.  The  fall,  at 
first,  and  for  several  miles,  on  either  side,  is  very  slight,  and  at 
their  head  the  streams  are  freqently  obstru6led  by  rank  vegeta- 
tion, by  fallen  trees,  by  dead  wood  and  leaves,  and  sometimes  by 
mill-dams;  the  water  is  thus  forced  back,  and,  lying  near  the 
surface,  forms  swamps,  and  even  when  the;  undergrowth  is  cut 
off  and  the  ground  ditched  and  brought  into  cultivation,  the 
drainage  is  imperfeft  for  want  of  wider  and  deeper  channels. 
The  soft,  spongy  surface  soil  becomes  so  completely  saturated  by 
the  winter  and  early  spring  rains  as  to  praftically  suspend  all 
farming  operations  at  the  very  season  deemed  most  desirable  b^ 
farmers  on  drier  lands  to  preprare  their  fields  and  plant  their 
crops.  Comparatively  but  a  very  small  part  of  this  portion  of 
our  state  has  been  reclaimed  by  company  ditches,  but  the  enter- 
prising men  who  have  cut  these  ditches  have  proved  that  this 
land,  when  drained,  is  equal  in  produftiveness  to  any  in  the  State. 
Taking  the  extent  of  this  **  water  logged'*  territory  into  consid- 
eration, it  shows  a  great  want  of  enterprise  that  no  public  effort 
has  ever  been  made  to  ascertain,  by  an  examination  and  survey 
of  these  wet  lands,  the  praSicability  of  a  thorough  system  of 
drainage  and  the  probable  cost  of  their  reclamation  and  conse- 
quent improvement.  It  is  surely  matter  of  great  public  interest- 
as  the  means  of  increasing  the  value  of  assessable  real  estate — as 
contributing  not  only  to  the  wealth,  but  to  the  health  of  the  peo- 
ple— and  as  adding  largely  to  the  area  of  cultivated  or  improved 
land  constituting,  as  I  have  shown  by  government  statistics,  but 
littie  over  half  the  territory  of  our  State.  In  the  exhaustive  ad- 
dress on  this  subjed,  delivered  before  the  *'Kent  County  Far- 
mers* Club,*'  by  the  late  Dr.  G.  Emerson,  in  1872,  which  he 
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afterwards  published  with  a  topo^;raphical  sketch  of  the  section 
referred  to,  within  that  county,  it  is  stated  that  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  general  ditch  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  commissioners 
were  appomted,  who  laid  out,  in  Wood's  County,  of  that  State, 
no  less  than  130  drains*  averaging  10  miles  in  length,  making  a 
total  of  1300  miles.  The  expense  in  this  instance  seems  to  have 
been  borne  by  the  county,  and  though  very  great,  was  followed 
by  vast  improvement  and  increase  m  the  population,  and  was 
considered  a  good  investment.  He  concludes  that  the  draining 
of  our  forest  lands  would  be  trifling  in  comparison. 

It  is  impossible  that  rapid  progress  should  be  made  by  indi- 
vidual effort  in  such  large  undertakings  as  the  thorough  draining 
of  an  extensive  distri<5t.  The  **  State  Board  of  Agriculture,'*  as 
now  constituted,  without  authority  of  the  legislature  or  the  requi- 
site means,  cannot  be  expefted  to  undertake  the  labor  or  bear 
the  expense  of  investigating  this  and  other  matters  of  general 
interest,  and  can  do  nothing  more  than  point  out  the  way  in 
which  such  an  organization  might  be  usefully  employed,  to  the 
end  that  the  State  would  derive  the  best  results  from  its  labors. 
The  great  need  of  an  effeftive  organization  of  the  kind  was  ex- 
perienced, during  the  last  year,  in  a  part  of  Kent  County,  where 
the  hog  cholera  prevailed  to  such  an  extent  that  the  loss  has  been 
estimated  at  many  thousand  dollars.  No  one  specially  qualified 
was  employed  to  investigate  the  cause  or  source  of  the  disease, 
to  prescribe  remedies,,  or  the  best  mode  of  treatment,  and  the 
farmers  are  left,  after  a  severe  experience,  without  a  diagnosis  of 
the  disease,  or  any  authoritative  mformation  as  to  the  best  means 
of  preventing  a  recurrence  of  this  fatal  malady. 

In  order  that  I  might  be  able  to  answer  inquiries  as  to  the  ap- 
propriations made  by  the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  the  promotion 
of  agriculture,  I  wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  for  in- 
formation on  this  head,  and   in  answer  received  the  following 

letter:

Secretary  Delaware  State  Board  of  Agriculture: 

Dear  Sir  :  Replying  to  your  favor  of  22d  inst.  Under  our 
laws  our  State  Treasurer  pays  the  expenses  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  of  the  Delegates  to  our  annual  meeting.     We 
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have  also  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1000  which  we  use  with  our 
County  Boards.  Our  State  Agricultural  Society  receives  each 
year  $3000  to  offer  as  special  state  premiums. 

Our  secretary  receives  $600  per  annum,  and  $100  for  clerk — 
paid  by  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  Experiment  Station  receiveis  from  the  State  $11,000  per 
annum.

In  conclusion  I  will  add.  As  the  boundaries  of  our  State  are 
established,  and  there  is  no  present  hope  of  extending  its  limits, 
there  is  no  surer  way  of  advancing  its  material  interests  and  com- 
manding the  admiration  and  respe£l  of  our  sister  commonwealths 
than  in  pursuing  such  methods  as  will  increase  the  produ<5live 
capacity  of  our  small  territory.  Every  acre  of  waste  land  made 
fertile,  every  acre  of  cultivated  land  made  rich,  adds  to  the  wealth 
of  the  state. 

If  it  can  be  shown  that  a  large  area  of  low  priced  improvable 
land  lies  within  our  borders,  and  that  the  state  will  aid  and  en- 
courage its  improvement,  it  will  induce  immigration,  and  many 
would  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  g^ven  by  the  diversity 
of  our  soils  to  engage  in  the  cultivation  of  such  crops  as  to  them 
are  best  adapted,  and  thus  by  the  introduftion  of  new  and  valu- 
able produ<5ls,  and  by  changing  the  old  routine  (which  we  are  too 
apt  to  follow),  and  diversifying  agriculture,  our  State  would  reap 
some  of  the  advantages  that  would  surely  be  derived  by  its  agri- 
cultiu'alists  in  thus  developing  its  manifold  resources.

REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Honor  Me  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met: 

By  an  aft  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  on 
the  30th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1883,  entitled  **An  a6l  to  establish 
the  State  Library,**  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  State  Librarian  to 
submit  a  report,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  relating  to  the  affairs  and  condition  of  the  State  Li- 
brary, in  obedience  to  said  aft,  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the 
following  report. 

I  will  again  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the 
overcrowded  condition  of  the  State  Library.  In  my  last  report 
I  recommended  an  enlargement  of  the  library  buildmg,  and  no- 
thing was  done  so  far  as  giving  increased  space.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  examine  into  the  matter,  and,  after  a  thorough 
investigation,  reported  that  more  room  was  absolutely  needed, 
and  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  have  the 
work  done.  Here  it  rested  until  the  Legislature  adjourned.  The 
present  session,  I  hope,  will  go  further  than  the  last,  and  complete 
what  it  left  undone. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  I  have  had  no  occasion  to  enforce 
that  provision  of  the  law  which  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Librarian 
to  impose  and  colle6l  certain  fines  for  the  detention  out  of  the 
library  of  books  beyond  the  prescribed  period.  As  a  general 
rule,  the  books  have  been  returned  to  the  library  by  the  persons 
taking  them  out,  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  which 
they  are  allowed  by  law  to  retain  them.
